REMARKS BY SPHAKER COOMBS. 


On taking the chair. Mr. Coombs made the following remarks: 


GFNTLFMEN OF THE ApsewBLy: You are the chosen representatives of the people; here 
assembled under auspices pointing to a tuture of prospemty and advancement. You 
have taken the oath required by the Constitution, and your obligations should lead you 
to a serious contemplation of the many duties you owe the State. Newly developing 
fields of industry call for the enactment of laws to meet the continually changing cond- 
tions of the country The Cunstitution prohibits, in most cases, special legislation, but 
we find that general laws judiciously framed meet the reguirements of people pursuing 
widely different occupatiuns. and engaged in different industries Hence it 1s the prov- 
ince of the law maker tou pave the way of progress by general laws which may be applied 
to the diversified conditions of every section Labor may be measurably protected hy 
preventing convict competition, Natural advantages may be awed by perfecting irriga- 
tion laws and rendering them adequate to the purposes for which they were intended. 
A new or amended road law, of practical and economical utility, 1s a pubhc necessity. 
Tt is a matter allied to the question of pragress and development. 

A due regard for these and all other interests 1s consistent with an eeonomical admin- 
istration vf the Government and its laws An enlightened system of economy can, 
therefore, be the rule of conduct, with better results than can follow a system of extrav- 
ayance. Thete are needless appurtenances to our departments which should be cut off. 
If the numerous Commissions were consolidared, in many instances they would prove of 
the same benefit operated upon a more economical basis The tendency of the times 1s 
to create more of these, and in this respect the course of this Legislature should he 
against such tendency. Whule every interest pertaining to the Commonwealth should be 
fostered, experience has taught ns that Commossionsare often a greater care and evpense 
upon the Government than the interests of which they are supposed to be the guardian 

owers. Customs have grown upon the legislative department of State which should 
pe checked. The interest of economy demunds that one third of the Assembly standing

committees of the lust Legislature should be dispensed with. It 1s to he sincerely hoped 
that you will recede from the extravagant custom of sending committees over the entire 
State. The work of investigation could be better and more economicully pertormed. 

Heretotore various abel here have been considered, solely with reference to their 
expediency or importance, by the respective committees haying 1n charge the matters to 
which such appropriations relate, and withont reference to a proper limit to public 
expenditures. As a remedy for this, the rules should be 50 amended that every bill 
appropriating money should ultimately he considered by the Commnitee on Ways and 
Means, and that this commuttee should be a check upon other committees, and in a 
measure be held responsible to this body for the different appropriations reconimended. 
While I do net desue to say anything political, yet ET warn the dominant party that 1t 
has a dangerous strength in its majority, and it should be as guarded 1n the exercise ot 
its sacred functions as though 1t bad a majority of but one. We are reminded that its 
platform has prescribed the maxmmuin of governmental expenditure, and it has becuine 
the mandate of the people [take it that beyond doubt, debate, or exigency, this Legis- 
lature 1s instructed by the authority that created it to keep within the fiity-cent limit, 
and in this regard such instruction has become the measuie of 1ts powers. 

To enact orfginal legislation, to amend or repeal existing laws, to abolish cumber soine 
systems, to do away with extiavayant customs. to pass an apportionment bill based upon 
the principles of fairness and political justice, will requie your earnest and dignified 
deliberations. This will hest assist your Speaker in enforcing the rules of the House in 
a manner such as tu commend your actions to the people of the State of Calhifurma. T 
have a high and gratetul appreciation of the honer you have conferred upon me, and a 
full realization of its important duties. In all things I shall try to promote the public 
good, and shall endeavur tu pursue that course calculated to do justice to you all, I 
again thank you for the honor vou haye given me.

WITHDRAWN, 


No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded, and distinctly announced by 
the Speaker; and it shall be reduced to writing, 1f desired by the Speaker or any luem- 
ber, and be read by the Clerk, before the same shall be debated.

ELECTION OF UNITED STATES SENATOR. 


The Assembly, at twelve o’clock m., proceeded to the election of one 
United States Senator, to succeed Hon. Leland Stanford, in accordance 
with the following Act of Congress: 


Title two, chapter onc, Revised Statutes United States—An Act to regulate the time 
and manner of holding elections for Senators in Congress, approved July 25, 1566. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, in Congress 
assembled. 


Section 14. The Legislature of each State, which is chosen next preceding the expiia- 
tion of the time fur which any Senator was elected to represent such State in Congress. 
shall, on the second Tuesday after the meeting and organization thereof, proceed to elect 
a Senator in Congress. 

Sec. 15. Such eleetion shall be conducted in the following manner: Each House 
shall openly, by a viva voce vote of each member present, name one person for 
Senator in Congress fram such State, and the name uf the person so voted for who 
receives a majority of the whole number vf the votes cast m each House, shall be entered 
on the Journal of that House by the Clerk or Secretary thereof; orif either House fails 
to give such majority to any person on that day, the fact shall be entered un the Journal. 
At twelve o'clock mineridian, of the day fullowing that on which proceedings are required 
to take place as aforesaid, the members of the two Houses shall convene in joint assem- 
bly, ane the Journal of each House shall then he read, and if the same person has 
received a mayuitys of all votes in each House, he shall be declared duly elected Senatui. 
But if the same peison has vt received a majority of the votes of each House, or if 
either House has failed to take proceedings as requied hy this section, the joint assem- 
bly shall then piuceed to choose, by viva voce yete of each member present, a person for 
Senator, and the person whu receives a majority of all the votes uf the joint assembly, 
a majority ot all the members elected to both Huuses bemy present and Voting, shall he 
declared duly elected. [f no person receives such a majority on the first dav, the joint 
assembly shall meet at twelve v’clock memdian wf each succeeding day during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and shall take at least one vote until a Senator is elected. 

Sec. 16, Whenever, on the meeting of the Legislature of any State, a vacancy exists in 
the representation of such State 1n the Senate, the Legislature shall proceed, on the second 
Tuesday after meeting and organization, to elect a persun to tillsach vacancy in the man- 
ner preseiibed in the preceding section for the election of a Senator for a full term. 

Sec. 17. Whenever, during the session of the Legislature of any State, a vacaney 
occurs in the representation of such State in the Senate, sinnlar proceedings to fill such 
vacancy shall he had on the second Tuesday after the Legislature 1s organized and has 
notice of such vacancy. 

Src. 18 It shall be the duty ot the Executive of the State from which any Senator has 
been chosen, to certify his election, under the seal of the State, to the President of the 
Senate of the United States. 


NOMINATIONS FOR UNITED STATES SENATOR. 


Mr. Bruner nominated Hon. Leland Stanford, as follows: 


Until within a very few moments I had eapected that the honor of naming the gentle- 
man who will, 1 have no doubt, represent the people of California in the United States 
Senate for the next six vears, would fall to some other gentleman upon this Hoor. But 
although the time fur my preparation has been shurt, so long has the lite, the fortune, 
and the sucred honor of Leland Stanford been at the service of the people of Calitornia, 
that it would be small credit to me, indeed, uf I could not say something 1n Jus praise. 
He came to Calitorma, and to the city of Sacramento, in the early fifties. Within a 
stone’s throw, almost. of this Capitol, he founded a mercantile business But his mteg- 
rity in business, lus association and connection with puble affairs, brought bim so 
prominently before the penple of the State that he received the nomination tor, and 
became the first war Governor of California—in the year 1861. He was in tiuth a war 
Governor in all respects that the term implies. With all the power under his control, 
with all the weight of his intellect, with all the enthusiasin of his nature, he stood by 
the Federal Government in the great conflict which was then pending. 

Time passed, and the question arose how to connect the great East with the great West. 
They of the East knew nothing of us on this coast inthose days. But Leland Stantord, 
with his associates, bound the East and the West together, and that connection, from that 
day to this, has brought the people of this State into the closest communication with the 
people of the other States. 2 

Time passed, and in this city of Sacramento, and thioughout the State of California, 
he showed his devotion to the laboring men of the country by making 1t possible tor 
them to have happy homes wherein to live in comfort, and enjoy not only the necessanies 
but the luxuries of lite And to-day his name Js Inscibed 1n the aftections of the work- 
ingmen of nut only California but of the whole of our gieat country. 
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In this city, filled with pleasant homes, not like the old countries of Europe, every 
man ean own his own hearthstone and work under the employment ot the great cor- 
poration af which Leland Stantord has heen the head. Still we follow Ins career. know- 
ing his energy in the past, hiy vast ability, his dey otion to the interests of the people of 
the State. Weof California placed hun inthe United StatesSenate | His course there has 
been honvrable. Tt has been as geod as that of any man whom Califotnia hax ever sent 
tu the national eapital. And to-day we aie here for the purpose of replacing hum in 
that exalted position, knowing that the industry, the ability, the integrity, the faith ful- 
ness that he has already given to the people of this State will be eatended for anuther 
SLx Vears. 

He has shown his philanthropy by giving to the people of this State the grandest 
institution of the age. Never before was 1t known in the history of any country where 
such a vast fortune—a fortune not accumulated by trampling upon any man’s interests, 
and which is not followed by the tears and groans of orphans—was dedicated to such a 
purpose. That fortune 1s devoted to the voung men of California and, ay one of them, 
T take it to be the greatest honor tu myselfin being allowed the privilege of presenting 


his name. 
Ihave the honor to name the Hon, Leland Stanford to this Assembly for the oftice of 


United States Senator. 


Mr. Shanahan nominated Hon. Stephen M. White, ag follows: 


T desire to place in nomination for the exalted position of United States Senator, a 
gentleman whom our people on the Democratic side of this House hardly expect to 
elect, but whom, notwithstanding, we delight to honor by tendering to him our compli- 
mentary vote. The gentleman | allude to is a native of this State, born of pioneer par- 
ents, not only as tu his father, but.as to his mother as well, in the city of San Francisco, 
in 1853, He was reared in Santa Cruz, and 1s now pursuing his chosen professian—that 
ota lawyer—in the city of Los Angeles. He is a gentleman who has taken a somewhat 
prominent part in the public affairs of this State, beginning with the position of District 
Attorney of the county where he now resides. Later on, we find him a State Senator, in 
which post he gave to the peuple of Califurnia absolute satisfaction by his discharge ot 
the duties incumbent upon him. 

Still later on we find him attracting more or less notice from the people of the entire 
United States by his splendid ability as a presiding othcer in a national pohtical Con- 
vention. Later still we find him selected for a task of great importance to all the people 
of California, but of mere particular and decided interest ty the working classes of the 
State J remember, when on this floor two years agu. the proposition was made to send 
gentlemen from this State to the eitv of Washington tu argue the Chinese Restziction 
Act before the Supreme Court of the United States. When it came to the point and the 
task of selecting a man possessed of the very highest degree ot alnltv on the Democratic 
side in this State, there was no competition whatever. but Stephen M. White was the 
unanimous choice of his party. and, for that matter, of all the people of Calitornia for 
that very important task ' 

In conjunction with the Attorney-General of Califorma and his associate, John F. 
Swift, who accompanied lim to Washington, we know that he nolily fulfilled the duty 
that was then imposed upontum, The case was argued before the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and a decision was rendered in favor of the people—in favor of the 
validity of the Restretion Act. This gentleman, 1] name, has within him all of the forti- 
tade, all of the bravery that could be expected ofa man born of jnoneer parents on Cali- 
fornia soil. He hag the courage of a hon, and at the same time the gentleness of a 
woman Hes neither a demagogue nor a sycophant. In all of his pubhe career there 
never has been any stain or slander attached to his name in any capacity whatsoever. 
Not one word of seproach haye T ever seen published or heard uttered against his abso- 
lute, aI Sai aera integrity and honor. 

Now, for the position of United States Senator, we certamly need one who is gifted with 
all the attributes that make a perfect man. He should be perfect as to his mental, his 
moral, and his physical condition, The gentleman T will name unites 1n his person all 
of these attributes. We find at this tame that the United States Senute 1s composed in 
great part of men of extreme wealth It has been remarked to me within a few days 
that there are some forty-two of those gentlemen who are worth more than a million 
each, Now, when I make these remarks, understand me Lam not undertaking to cast 
any stigina on the gentleman who has just been named by the gentleman from Sacramento, 
J admire him for ns many good qualities. There are certainly many things about him 
which are highly commendable But I do say this. that I do not believe these forty-two 
millionaires ate sent to the Umited States Senate solely because of their great mental 
and moral and physical ability to fill the position Many of them are men who, in 
times past, no doubt, were gifted with tremendous energy of mind and body, 

But we tind them to-dav in a condition such as to render them absolutely unfit to 
fulfil the high and important functions propeily devolving upon them, because they are 
physically unequal to the task imposed. The People of this State and of the entire 
country owe 16 to themselves to see that those selected for these important places are 
absolutely able todischurge the duties propetly impoused upon them. In this connection 
niy mind recurs te a passage in Exodus, the second book of Moses. where 1t 13 written: 
© And the Lord said unto Moses. ‘Thy people, which thou broughtest up out of the 
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land of Egypt, have corrupted themselres. They have turned quickly out of the way 
which Ihave commanded them, they have made thein a multen calf, and have wor- 
shiped it, and have offered sacrifices thereunto: and said, These be thy gods, © Isracl, 
that have brought thee up out of the land ot Egypt.’” 

Now, with reterence to political and guy ernmental conditions, we find to a great extent 
the same thing operating that at that time was a cause of regret 1n sacred anid spiritual 
matters, We are following false gods. I say this is a time for the people of the country 
to pause and reflect as to what is needed in these exalted positions, and not sacrifice 
mental and moral worth, as has been done in many instances, ur surrender the rights af 
the people 1n deference to something which has never recerved commendation from the 
earhest days of sacred o1 profane history. It is this condition of altairs that evervwhere 
east of the Rocky Meuntains has brought about the late and pending gieat political 
upheaval, where a party has sprung full grown into evistence a3 aguinst the two old 
established parties, simply because of the fact that the leaders ot those two old parties 
would nut tuke mite consideration the actual necessities of the people, and what was 
properly due them. And as it isin the East so it will be here, and I predict to you that 
when the dav comes that honor and merit are recognized, to the exclusion of wealth, 
and the physical, mental, and moral attributes of a man are taken mtv conaderativn in 
making a selection tor su exalted a position, the gentleman whom I am ahout to name 
will represent the people of the State of Calitoinia in the United States Senate. 

Imake another prediction That if the day ever comes when California, of which 1 
have the bonoi to be a native son. shall be perimtted to name a man who will he Presi- 
dent or Vice-President ot these United States, tf 1t comes within this living generation, 
that man will be gne L now nominate for United States Senator, the Hom. Stephen M. 
White, of Los Angeles, 


Mr. Murphy seconded the nomination of Hon. Leland Sanford, as 
follows: 


I desire to second the nomination of Leland Stanford, yet | feel that it is presumption 
syn my. part, after I have listened to the eloquent gentleman trum Sacramento in 
placing him in numination for United States Senator, to take up any of vour valuable 
time. But, sir, knew that it is a duty which | owe to my constituency, to those who 
elected me tu a place in this honorable body, that I should stand up here and raise my 
yoice m behalt of a ran who has dene so much for the State of Cahlormia us has Leland 
Stanford, the Republican nominee for the position of United States Senator, And I 
know that my constituency would say that I had failed to perform this duty, which I 
consider in devolving upon me at this time. And I feel that what 1s true of the constit- 
uency that has sent me here is true of the people throughout this great State. For L 
hnow that Californians are nut slow tu recognize true wo.th and to reward true merit: 
and that they are doing so in rewarding Leland Stanford tor the acts which he hus per- 
forined in Lehalf of the people of this great State, when they bestow upon him the 
honor of representing them in the legislative halls at Washington 

And 1 want tv state ight here, to this honorable body. that 1t needs not the gift of 
prophecy to predict that the name of Leland Stantord will be remembered with respect 
and love by the descendants of the hest citizens of this srand Commonwealth, long afte: 
the names ui those whu slander and Jibel him now have faded away and heen lost torever 
in the shades of a fergotten past Leland Stanford’s position toward the peuple ot this 
State has already been mentioned by the honorable gentleman from Sacramento, 1 
plaung hym in numination, But I wish tu refer to one page in the history of this State, 
andin the biste:y of the honorable gentleman of whom I speak, and that 1s his conec- 
tien with this Commonwealth when he was war Governor. When this great American 
Union was nearly rené asunder fiom East to West. when the bonds of union were nearly 
severed, Leland Stanford stood at the helm of the ship of State of California, and dis- 
charged the duties of Jus office with credit to Iiimself and with honor to the people of 
the State. But lus giant intellect was of sufficient maguitude to embrace other things 
than those which devolved upon him. as Governor, and he, at that time, as the gentle- 
man from Sacramento has said. conceived with other minds the idea of banding tugether 
ftom East to West this great Amenean country with bands of steel. And he did sO, 
and to-day 1t 1s bound trom where the restless waters of the Atlantic thunder against the 
rock-ribbed cvast of the East, to where the mighty Pacihe splashes gently upon the 
mountain-walled coast of the Gulden West, hound by the intellect of the man whom we 
have placed in nomination tu represent the people of the State of California im the 
United States Senate.

1 see moves me, I expect, tou second the nomination of the man more strongly than any 
other member of the Assembly. After a lite well spent, devoted to the interests of this 
State, when he sees the silent shadow of deat) approaching, when he sees the old man 
coming with his scythe—hy whom weall shall be nowed into the grave in time—he takes 
the immense fortune which he has accumulated here in our midst and, instead of spend- 
ing 1t in Europe, instead of guing to son e other State, as others have done, what does 
he du with 16? 

He doves not give it to anv great extent even to his blood relatives, but he gives it, sir, 
to your children, to my elildren, and to onr children’s children to come after them, for 
ages untold m the great State of California. 1 say it it is true—and I don’t beheve it— 
that he has been guilty of sinning against the people of this State, that such chanty as 
this, unparalled as it were, in the histo~y of the werld, comes as a mantle and covers 
up, in the language of holy writ, a multitude of sins tome. Why I say this, sir, is this: 
If there is any man within the sound of my voice here to-day who realizes the necessity 
of aninstitution of the character which this grand man has created, 1t is myself. Any of’ 
your boys, any boy or girlin the State of Calitornta, from the time that institution 1s 
opened, representing twenty-three millions of dollars, the money ot Leland Stanford, 
can ¢o to 1t and by merely paying for boc rd aud washing receive an education 

I say again that I feel it, and I feel it for this reason. that it 1s the act of a great man. 
the act of a man who has the interest of this State at heart. And I feel it the more 
strongly for this reason Because, until I arrived at man’s estate, never, under anv cir- 
curustances, had I the advantayes of an education. They may say that he is a million- 
aire. Ifheis a milhonare ins millions are im Califorma “He 1s not going to do anything 
ay a Senator that will injure this State. Reason tells us that, because, whenever any- 
thing is done hy him in the United States Senate that 1s injurious to the people of Cal- 
ifornia, he injures himself; and men are notin the habit of doing that thing. I think 
that he 13 one of the best men in this State, and for that reason 1 heartily second his 
nomination. 


Mr. Gould seconded the nomination of Hon. Stephen M. White, as 
follows: 


I rise for the purpose of seconding the nonunation of Hon, Stephen M. White, of Los 
Angeles, and in doing su 1 beheve that I fully appreciate the character of the office to 
which Mr. White 1s an aspirant. and to which othce the Demucratie side of this House 
would be glad to elect him if our numbers were sufficient.

Upon the floor of the Senate there have been the his- 
torical personages of Clay, Calhoun, Webster, and of hundreds of others whom it 18 
unnecessary to name here to-day. whose names go down to history illustiuous and 
ennobled, and whose names should be matehed with the name of our Native Son of the 
Golden Wesi, Stephen M White, 1f he shaJl «ver beeome a member of that body, as we 
firmly believe he will, It ip in a representative capacity that we stand here to-day, the 
eyes of all the people of the great State of Califurnia are upon us, and itis a duty that we 
owe tu them that the trust they have cenfided to our care shall be pertoimed for them 
and well. It is nut only tu them, bute te the people of this great Union that we owe 
honesty, integrity, and wisdon: to-day, and further, to the unborn yenerations that will 
come in countless millions upon this golden coast, owe we a solenin duty now: we owe 
the duty not only of maintaming for ourselves the institutions which we prize, but of 
transmitting to posterity this glorious gem of freedom and of commonalty that we all 
now enjoy. But there are to-day rising (and there is not a gentleman within the reach 
of my voice who will dispute what [ now sav) vast and stupendous influences that, with 
their all-pervading effects, are threatening the very institutions left us by our fathers; 
and threatening the very existence of Republican institutions in this land A threaten- 
ing cloud 1s approaching which may moisten the herbage of vur land with plenteous 
showers, or may come upon us in a eyclone of energy which shall sweep order and free- 
dom before 1t. 

Gentlemen, in such a time as this it is required that we place those inen at the helm 
who are competent to withstand the blandishments of these influences; men of stability 
of character, men of purity of heart, men of matchless eloquence, if we can find them: 
men of unquestioned Integrity and fealty to the people of these United states 

It is not nevessary that there should he navel in high positions men to protect the 
interests of the rich and the powerful. In allages they have protected themselves The 
demands of the people of this land are for scme one to protect the oppressed and the 
yoors some man whe will battle for the mehts of those who are lowly in their position 
in life. And sucha one the Democracy prevents to the people of the State of Calitorma 
to-day in the person of Stephen M. White, whose nomination I heartily second,

Cungress from such State, and the name of the person sv voted for who receives a 
inajority of the whole number of the votes cast in each Houpe, shall Le entered on the 
Journal of that House by tlre Clerk or Secretary thereof, or if either House fruls to give such 
majority to any person on that day, the fact shall be entered on the Journal t twelve 
o'clock mernhan of the day following that on which proeeeines are required to take 
place as aturesaid, the members of the two Houses shall convene m joint assembly, and 
the Journal of each House shall then be 1ead, and if the same person has received a 
majoity uf all votes in each House, he shall he declared duly elected Senator — Butit 
the same person has nut recerved a majority of the,votes of cach House, orif either 
House has tuled to take proceedings as required by this section, the joint assembly 
shall then pracoe to choose, by viva voce vote of each member present, a person tur 
Senator, and the person who receives a majority of all the votes of the joint assembly, 
a majority of all the membets elected tu both Huuses being present and votmg, shall be 
declured duly elected. If no person receives such a inijority on the first day, the joint 
assembly shall meet at twelve o'clock meridian of each succeeding dav during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, und shall take at least one vote until a Senator 1s elected. 

SEC. 16. Whenever, on the meeting of the Legislature of amy State, a vacancy exists 
in the representation of such State 1 the Senate, the Legislature shall proceed, on the 
second Tuesday after meeting and o1gauization, to elect a ean to fill such vacancy, in 
the manner prescribed in the preceding section for the election of a Senator for a tull 
term. 

Whenever, during the sessiun of the Legislature of any State, a vacaney 
vwecurg in the representation of such State in the Senate, similar proceedings to fill such 
vacancy shall be had on the second Tuesday after the Legislature is orgamzed and has 
notice of such vacancy. 

1g. [t shall be the duty of the Executive of the State trom which any Senator 
has heen chosen, to cernfy Ins election, under the seal of the State, to the President of 
the Senate of the United States. 


The Secretary of the Senate then read froin the Journal of the Senate 
so much of the proceedings of yesterday, which was the second Tuesday 
after the organization of the twenty-ninth session, as relates to the elec- 
tion ofa United States Senator for the tern of six yeara, beginning March 
4.1891:  Whereby, it appears that thirty-nine Senators were present 
and voted each for his choice, and that the Hon. Leland Stanford had 
received twenty-seven votes, and the Hon. Stephen M. White had 
received twelve votes. 

The President pro tem. of the Senate then announced that it appeared 
from the reading of the Journal of the Senate that the Hon. Leland 
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Stanford had received a majority of the votes of the Senate, and de- 
clared him the choice of the Senate for United States Senator for the 
term of six years, beginning the fourth day of March, A. D. 1891.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Exxcttiv:. DrpaRTMFNT, STATE OF CALIFORNIA, { 
SacRaMEntTo, January 29, 1801. 


To the honorable Assembly of the State of Califoinia: 


I desire to call your attention to the law providing that all officers, Boards of Officers, 
Commissioners, Trustees, Regents, and Directurs required by law to make reports to the 
Governor or Legistature, and to the provision tiat the Superintendent of State Printing 
must print such reports, and fixing the number of each to be printed. 

It is a well known fact that many of thesc reports are more voluminous than necessity 
demands, and are printed at great expense to the State. This is done without regard to 
the value of the contents to the public. There 35 no official, vr board of officials, that 
has authority to determine what is prope: matter for printing, or whether the report 1s 
suttciently meritorious to deserve printing at all. Trailer the law as at present, the State 
Printer has no discretion in regard to the number or size of the reports he is rerjuired to 
print, or the order in which they should be printed. On this account, 1t 1s simply im pos- 
sible for that official, or any other, to make an accurate estimate of the amount required 
for the conduct of his office. In my opinion, a very large amount of money 1s thus 
expended everv year which dces not bring an alequate return to the taxpayers. From 
the information I can obtain, the practice that prevails in our public offices 1n this respect 
has been a source of unnecessary expense, and y think there should be some check placed 
upon the matter that the abuses 50 prevalent and sv well known to each of you may be 
corrected. I therefore recommend that the law beso amended that the reports, when 
submitted to the Governor, be, by him, referred to some competent authority, who shall 
have power to determine what is proper to print, the size and number ofeach report, the 
atyle of binding, and the linut of expense generally that the State Printer shall be bound 
to observe in the printing of reports. 

Tam informed that 1t has been the habit of many of the ofticiuls of our public institu- 
tions to erder a very large amount of printed material of various kinds, some of which 
has afterwards heen sold, and large amounts wasted. Instances of this kind are not rare, 
and various subterfuges are resorted tu in order tu bring the demand for printing within 
the provenons of law or the rules of the office. Parties who are familiar with the prac- 
tical workings of the State Printing Office, and upon whose judgment we can rely, have 
estimated that a saving of froin thirty to ditty thousand dollars ean he made annually. 

J therefore recommend that all requisitions upon the State Printer from any institu- 
tion or official be first approved hy some author ty designated by vou.

Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Elections and Privileges, to whom wus reterred the 
contested election case ut Campbell vs, Eakle, have had the same under consideration, 
and find that the testimony in this case establishes conclusively the following material 
facts: 

1. The official returns give Eakle one thousand seven hundred and sixty-two votes, and 
Campbell one thousand seven hundred and thirty-nine votes; that there were fifty-five 
persons counted as having voted at Willows, precincts one und two, who in fact did 
not vote, and many of whom testified they were not at or near the polly on election day. 
The indisputable returns from these two precincts show that the contestant Campbell 
received only ten votes out of three hundred and eighty-four votes cast, and that 
respondent Eakle received the balance, three hundred and seventy-four votes. We find 
that there were fifty-five votes improperly and illegally cast and counted in these two 

vrecincts. 

: 2. Assuming that all the votes Campbell received in these two precincts were 
improper and illegal, it would still leave forty-five umproper and illezal votes to the 
credit of respondent Eakle. From the ofticial returns (an which the entire fifty-five 
votes are counted), 1 appears that Eakle’s majority is twenty-three. After deducting 
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forty-five votes from Eakle’s one thousand seven hundred and sixty-two, it leaves 
him with one thousand seven hundred and seventeen votes to his credit, and leaves the 
contestant Campbell with a majority of all voles cast, and we respectfully report this 
matter back, and reconimend that the contestant J. C. Campbell be declared legally 


elected a member of this As-embly.

CONCUERING REPORD, 


I concur in the majority report of the «omnnuttee, and reach my conclusion as follows: 

As one member of your committee, 1 bnd the following facts in the contested case of 
Cainpbell vs, Eakle: 

First—The official returns ave Fakle onethousand seven hundred and sixty-two votes, 
and Campbell one thousand seven hundred ard thirty-nine votes 

Second—There is a fair preponderance of evidence that there were fifty-five persons 
counted as having voted at Willows, precincts numbers one and two, who, in fact. did 
not vote, urif they did vote, the persons voting were not the petsons upon the 1egister 
who were entitled to vote. 

Thid—The returns from preeinets one and two, which are not disputed, show that 
Campbell received only ten votes in the two precinets all told. Hence, it tollows that 
Mr. Eakle was credited with forty-five illezal votes and Campbell ten tlegal votes, assum- 
ing that Campbell’s votes were all illegal. 

Fourth—After this accounting for and dispusing of the fifty-five legal votes, and 
deducting Mr. Eakle’s twenty-three majority from forty-five, it gives Mr. Campbell 
twenty-two majority of all the votes cast, and entitles him to hus seat in this body. 

Fifth—This member of your commuttee 1s of the opinion, trom the testimony taken at 
the hearing, that the friends of the contestant, and also of Mr. Eakle, were more zealous 
in behalf of their respective candidates than 1s consistent with the public good, or the 
purity and freedom of the ballot, which zeal was not so much on account of personal 
regard or adnuration of the statesmanstuip of the respective candidates, but arose from 
a desire wf the citizens in the northern part of the county to have the county divided, 
while in the suuthern and western part of the county the ypinion seemed to be general 
that the county should not be divided 

Sicth—This question seemed to be a prolific source of strifeand il! feeling, and was the 
prime cause of the fraud proven, as it was also the cause of much fraud and intimidation 
not proven, to the extent that ] could consider it. This spuitot bitterness and suspicion 
seems to have followed the contestant and respondent into the committee raom, and to 
have caused the contestant or his friends to indirectly intimate upon the flour of this 
House that the members of this committee were not dung their duty to him, but were 
actuated by improper motives, and were generally derelict in their duty. I, for one, 
of the committee, do not approve of the “Colusa method” of determining an election, 
or election contest, and I feel confident that if Colusa County was divided, that a most 
prolitie source of corruption and traud would be removed frum the politivs of that county. 

Serenth—While 1t 13 clear that Mr Campbell is entitled to his seat, there 1s no evidence 
whatever that any member of the Boards of Election in precincts one and two were wiJl- 
tully or knowingly guilty of frawd, as the returns are regular on their fave, and no 
witness tesutied to any matter or thing that the gentlemen constituting the Buards of 
Election in precincts one and two were other than upright gentlemen and representative 
citizens; unless it be, they were criminally nezligent in the discharge of their duty. 

Eiqghth—In conclusion. I desire tu sav that the only egal matter or thing shown hy 
the testimony ix, that either ffty-hve votes were east by persons not entitled to cust the 
same, or those votes were in some Way added to the tally sheets without autborty of the 
law. Astowho thus added those votes, or who the persons were that personated others 
and voted their names, I have no means of knowing. Neither 181t material to be con- 
sidered here, as the factis practically indisputable that there were fifty-hve votes counted 
that are not votesin law, and with these votes not counted, Mr. Campbell received a 
majority of all the votes cas’. und should be seated

Contest for a seat in the Assembly, Tenth District, Colusa County, State of California, 
J.C Campbell, Contestant, vs, H. P. Eakle, Respondent. 


The contestant compliuins that, by traudulent returns from Willows Precincts Nos, 1 
and 2, he is defrauded of his seat as an Assetnblyman from District No, 10, 1n Colusa 
County, and in proot of such charge he subnits the testimony which was taken before 
the Commission, of Colusa County, which was appointed to hear and determine the case 
from such testimony. I find charged as follows: 

That hfty-five names were added to the poll list of Willows Precinct No. 2 atter the 
polls closed, that the whole number of fraudulent votes in said first and second pre- 
cincts was seventy-five. 

The contestant submitted documentary evidence, and the name» of forty-two persons 
who testihed that they did not vote at the aforesaid precincts on the tourth day of 
November last, as shown by the poll list of said precinets 

On the part of the respondent several members ut the Election Boards of the Willows 
Precincts Nos. 1 and 2 were hefure the comnntlee and testihed that the election held in 
their precincts was conducted according to law; that the polls were clused at sundown; 
that the counting of the ballots commenced 1:1nmediately, and in the presence of all the 
citizens who winhed tu remain and see the results declared and the ballots sealed accord- 
ing to law; that no additional names were adaed to said poll lists after closing the polls, 
which statements were corroborated by several voters in said precincts who remained 
and saw the ballots sealed uy. 

It appeared by testimony given before said committee, that the Election Boards of the 
aforesaid precincts were composed of old, well known eitazens of the county. 

It was also shown in evidence that iw Jurge percentage of the voting pupulation in that 
viemity were laboring men, who had no permanent residence, and belonged to that class 
known as “ (loating population.” 

Tn rendering my decision in the case, T assuine the position of a juror who is sworn 
to render a verdict according to law and evidence; therefore, if I give credence to those 
(who appeared to belung to what is generally mown to be the “tloating population ’’) 
who testitied before the Comnussion, not their committee, that they did not vate at the 
aforesaid precincts as returned on the poll list of said precincts—it I accept such testi- 
mony as.rehable and truthful, I must beheve and imfei that the Election Buards of 
Willows Precincts Nos. 1 and 2, made up of the old, well known citizens of that town, 
are proven to be ‘downright rascals” and guilty of a State’s Prison offense, and should 
not be allowed to hide themselves among the willows of Colusa County, but be dealt 
with according to law. 

As it is the law and the custom of our Courts to instruct the jury that it is their right 
and duty to give the accused the benefit of any and all reasonable doubts, therefore it is 
my verdict that the respondent, H P. Eakle is entitled to his seat on the Hoor of this 

ouse. 

It also appeared in evidence, corroborated bv the expressive comments and bitter 
declarations of the friends of each party, that the main issue was a division of this 
county. That party affihation was lost sight of and ignored; that Democrats were 
Spree the Republican who was opposed to division, as he had declared (if elected) 
if his vote would decide the election of a United States Senator, he would give tns vote 
to the Democratic nominee. [t was in evidence that money was used by the friends of 
the contestant (Mr. Campbell) to buy votes for lim, but 16 was not proven that it was 
money furnished by him, or used by his request or consent.

remaining being passed to tae zeneral account and credit of said county.

Thev shall have power, sunject to the approval of the Board of 
Supervisors, to construct and maimtatmn sewers. and in time of epidemic to lacate and 
establish pesthouses, and to do and perform such other acts as the health of the people 
of the district may require, All expenses necessarily incurred in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this section must be provided tor by the Board of Supervisors, who may make 
appropriation therefor out of the Sanitary Diteot Fund, derived from taxes levied in 
said district, and to be known as the Sanitary District Fund.

two hundred and forty ems nonpareil; ard povided, that no supphes, printing, station- 
ery, or books, shall be procured of any peison or frm whose paper has not been published, 
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or whose pics of business has not been established, in the county for six months or more 
prior to the time of fixing said prices, provided, that said supplies and advertisements 
shall be procured within the county when practicable 

24, The Board shall cause to he published «semi-annual statement. of the financial 
condition of the county, Showing 1n detail the expenditures authorized during the pre- 
ete six months, and after each session of the Board a fair statement of all their pro- 
ceedings. 

25, To make and enforce such rules and regulations for the government of their body, 
the preservation of order, and the transaction of business, as may be necessary.

due tu the neglect by the Government cf its rivers; and whereas, lundreds of prosper- 
ous and happy homes have Leen wholly rumed and rendered desulate by such destruction 
and overflow, thus depmving the eitizens of this State of thei property, and greatly 
reducing the revenues of this State, by thus rendering the property of ity citizens of no

When a message shall be sent from either House it shall be announced at the door by 
the Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, and shall be respectfully communicated to the Chair 
by the person by whom 1t may be sent.

The said com- 
mittee shall report the day of presentation to the Governor, which time shall be carefully 
entered on the Journal of the Housein wheh the bill originated. 


IX.—ORDERS, RESOLUTIONS, AND VOTES TO BF APPROVED AS ARE BILVL, 


AMl orders, resolutions, and votes, which aie to be presented to the Governor of the 
State for his approbation, shall alsv, in the same manner, be previously enrolled. 
examined, and signed, and shall be presented in the same manner, and by the same 
committee, as provided in the case of hills 


X--JOINT ADDRMSSES TO GOVERNOR. 


When the Senate and Assembly shal] judye it proper to make a joint address to the 
Governor, 1t shall be presented to him in Ins audience chamber by the President of the 
Senate, in the presence of the Speaker and both Houses. 


XI.—BILL OR RESOLUTION OF ONE HOUSE, REJECTED IN THE OTHER, REQUIRES NOTICE, 


When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed one House, is rejected by the other, 
notice thereof shall be giver to the House in which the same shall have passed. 


XIL—REJECTED BILLS REQUIRE FIV? PAYS’ NOTICE AND TWO-THIRDS VOTE FOR 
REINTRODUCTLION, 


When a bi)l or resolution, which has been passed in one House, shall be rejected in the 
other, it shall not be brought in during the same session, without notice of tive days, 
and leave of two thirds of taat House in which 1t shall be renewed. 


XLI1 —-EACH HOUsE 10 TRANSMIT PAPERS, 
Each House shall transmit to the other, papers on which any bill or resolution shall be 
founded. 
X1V.—DIS4(-REEMENT, (DHLR=D TO, DEFEATS THE BILL. 
After each House shall have once adhered to their disagreement, a bill or resolution 
shall be lost. 
XV.--NO APPROPRIATION EXCEPT BY BILL, 
No appropriation of money, for any purpose whatever, shall be made except by bill. 
XVIL—EXCEPT BY EACH H2USL, PRINTING TO BF DUNE BY CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


Each House may order the printing of bills introduced and reports of its own com- 
mittees, but no other printing shall be ordered except by a concurrent resolution passed 
by both Houses,

Government, shall be treate L in all respects as bills; except that all joint resolutions 
shall be read but one time ir each House, 
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XXI.—AMENDMEINTS TO AMENDED BILLS MUST BE ATTACHED. 


Whenever a bill or resolution which shall have been passed 1n one House shiall be 
amended in the other, such amendment or amendments shall he attachel to the bill or 
resolution so amended, and indorsed “Adopted,” and such amendment or amendments, 
if eoneurred in by the House in which such hill or resolution o1igimated, shall he indorsed 
“Concurred in,” and such indersement shall he signed lv the Secretary vr Assistant 
Secretary of the Senate, or the Clerk or Assistant Clerk of the Assembly, as the case 
may le, 

XXII 


Whenever any Senate or Assemlly Bill is reported back by any committee, it shall be 
substituted on the hile at the request of anv Senator or memher of the Assembly, by the 
Secretary of the Senate or Clerk of the Asvembly, in the place of any simular Senate or 
Assembly Bill.

same under consideration, and report the same back without action.

No. 174, and report the same back without action, and request that the same be printed.

MOTION. 


Mr. Bert moved that Assembly Bill No. 174 be referred to a select 
committee of one to amend the same by substituting the following: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR ASSEMBLY BILL No. 174. 


An Act creating and providing for the organizing and maintaining in all cities, and 
cities and counties, and towns having a population of over seventy-five thousand 
inhabitants, of a paid fire department, to be under the supervision and control of a 
Board of Fire Commissioners, and providing for the appointment, term of office, 
powers, duties, salaries, and compensation of the membeis of such fire department. 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fullous: 


Section 1, In all cities, and cities and counties, and towns, in this State, having a 
population of over seventy-five thousand inhabitants, there shall be and there 1s herebv 
created a paid fire id Spear for the extinguishment of fires and the protection 
against fires in any such cities, or cities and counties, or towns. 

Sec, 2, Such fire department shall be under the supervision and control of a Board 
of Fire Commissioners, which Buard of Fire Commissioners 1s hereby created to consist of 
tive members, four of whom shall be appuinted by the Governor, and who shall hold their 
oftices as such Commissioners for the term of four years, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified; provided, that two of the Commissioners first appointed under 
the Act shall be appointed and hold oftice for the term of two years. and the other two 
Commissioners first appointed under this Act shall hold office for the full term of four 
years, and the persons appointed to succeed the Commissioners first appointed under 
this Act shall hold office for the full tern of four years, and until their successors ale 
appointed and qualined. The Mayor of the City and County of San Francisco 1s an ex 
officio member of said Board and the President thereof. 

Sec. 8. All vacancies, however occurring, 1n the Buard of Fire Commissioners, shall 
be filled by the Governor, and such appointee shall only hold for the unexpired term. 

Src. 4. Each of said Commissioners shall, before entering upon his duties, take and 
subscribe the oath of office, and an official bond in the sum of five thousand dollars 
conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of such office, and file such vath and Tond 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Sec. 5. Said Commissioners shall be residents of, and have and keep an ofhce in, the 
aty, or city and county, or town, for which they are appointed. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Fire Commissioners shall appoint one Chief Engineer, who shall 
be the executive officer of such fire department, and such Assistant Engineers, mem- 
bers, firemen, einployés, and such othe: help und assistance as the exigencies may from 
time to time require, and shall make rules for the regulation, management, and behasior 
ot said fire department, and the members thereof, and no member thereof shall be 
removed, except for good cause, after notice and a fuir hearing. No member of such fire 
department shall helong to any political club or organizitien, or take part in anv pri- 
marv or general election otherwise than to vote, and any person who shall be found by 
the Board to have violated this provision, shall be removed fiein the department 

Sec. 7. Said Board of Fire Commissioners shall receive a salary of fifty dollure each 
per month, to be paid out of the Tieasury of the city. or city and county, or town, in 
and for which he is appoited a Commissioner. in the same manner as the salanes of 
other city. or city and county, or town ofhcers are paid. 

Sec. & The Board of Fire Commissioners shall hx and regulate the salaries and com- 
pensation of the Chief Engineer, Assintant Enyineers, members, tiremen, emyployés, and 
such other help and assistance as shall be required, and shall purchase, and cause to be 
kept and repaired, all engmes, horses, hook and ladder wagons, and all such other 
engines, machinery, 1mplements, extinguisheis, and other apparatus which may be 
necessary or advantageous, or auxiliary, to extinguish or atford protection against fire, 

Sec. 9, The Board of Fire Commissivners shall audit and allow all claims and 
demands of all hinds, for salaries of membeis of such tire department, and the employés

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thereof, and for all expenses incurred hv said fire department, and all sums of money 
and claims therefor accruing or to be paid by reason of anything concerning o1 incident 
to the organization, maintenance. efficiency. and conduct of said fre department, and 
when go audited and allowed by the Board of Fire Commissioners, and not before, nor 
otherwise, the same shall be paid hy the Treasurer of the city, or erty and county, or town, 
in and tor which such fire department shall exist. 

Src.10. The Board of Fure Commisstenets shall organize as such Byard unmediately 
after their qualification, and clect a clerk thereof, and one of their number President of 
the Board, and thereatter, cn the first Monday after the first day of each year, shall elect 
one of their number to be Pvesident of the Board. The Board shall fix the salary of the 
clerk of the Board, and it shall be audited and paid the same as the other salaries and 
compensation of members or, and demands against such fire department 

Sec. 11. In all investigations for violations of the rules of the fire department, the 
President ot the Board of F re Commussioners shall have power to issue subpoenas and 
administer oaths and compel the attendance of witnesses before him, by attachment or 
otherwise. All subpenas is-ued by him shall be in such torm as he shall prescribe, and 
shall be served by any police uftice: or by any peace officer of the city, or city and county, 
or town, 1n and for which said fuie department exists. Any witness who refuses to 
attend or testify In obedience to such s:uhbpena, shall be deemed guilty of contempt, 
and be punishable by him as in cases of contempt in Justices’ Courts in civil actions. 

Src. 12. In all such cities or cities and eownties, ur towns, in which there 1s now over 
seventy-five thousand inhab tants, and in which there exists a fire department, by what- 
soever law the same may have been created, or now exiséis, such fire department shall 
1mmediately, upon the appomitment and cualifieation of the Buard of Fire Com missioners, 
become and fait under the supervision and control of such Board of Fire Commissioners, 
and continue to act under, anit subject to, said Board of Fire Commissioners, with the same 
duties, salaries, rank, and compensation, and manner of payment, as they now, and then 
may have, until said Board of Fire Cominissioners shail reorganize, provide for, and 
put in proper existence ané efficient action a fre departinent under the provisions uf 
this Act, and thereafter. such tire departments as may at said time exist in any such 
city, or city and county, or town, shall cease to exist as such file department, and shall 
become and be subject tu the provisions of this Act. 

Src 13. The Board of Fire Commissioneis, ag hereby created, shall have the power 
and authority to enforce and compel the ohservance of alf laws of the State, or ordimances 
of the city, or city and county, or town in and forwhich they evist, for the protection ot 
property against fires, and the prevention of tires; and all complaints concerning viola- 
tions of any such laws or ordinances shall be indged with the Board ot Fire Wardens 
hereinaiter constituted, and heard and determined by them subject to appeal to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners trom thei decision, 

src. 14. The Board of Fire Commissioners shall be vested with the exclusive power, 
subject to appeal to the Courts for abuse thereof, of the granting, refusing, o1 withhold- 
ing permits and permission to erect, build, construct, have, or maintain any building, 
structure, or work of any kind whatsoever asis now, by law of the State, or ordinance 
of such erty, or city and county, or town, prohibited and enjoined, or permitted or 
allowed. hv permit or consert of any person, Roard, or department, im such city, or city 
and county, or town. 

Sec, 15, Said Commissioners shall meet at-least once a week, and as often, as in the 
discretion of said President of the Boaii of Fire Commissioners, the public necessity 
may demand. 

Sre. 16. The Chief Engineer and the Assistant Engineer shall constitute a Board of 
Fire Wardens, the Chief Engineer being the President of the Board, with which Board 
shall be lodged all complaints pertain.ng t» said department, and to the laws and 
ordinances regulating property and the use thereof to prevent fires, and froin their 
decision an appeal may he taken by the party aggrieved to the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, or the Board of Fire Commissioners may, upon any complaint lodged with 
the Board of Fire Wardens, or 1n any matter pending for hearing befure the Board of 
Fire Wardens, assume and take orginal jurisdiction, and hear and determine the same. 
by giving notice to the Board of Fire Wardens to that eflect, without any previous hear- 
ing having been had before such Board ot Fine Wardens. On appeal from the Board of 
Fire Wardens to the Board of Fire Commissioners, said Board of Fire Commissioners

No county, city, town, township, Board of Education, or school district 
shall incur any indebtedness or liability in any manner, or for any purpose, exceeding in 
any year the income and revenue provided for it for such year, without the assent of two 
thirds of the qualified electors thereof voting at an election to be held for that Purpose; 
nor unless, before or at the time of incurring such indebtedness, provision shall be made 
for the collection of an annual tax suthcient to pay the interest on such indebtedness as 
it falls due, and also provision to constitute a sinking fund for the payment of the prin- 
cipal thereof on or before maturity, which shall not exceed furty years trom the time ot 
pal gtd ape same. Any indebtedness or lability incurred contrary to this provision 
shall be void.

To the honorahle Assembly of the State of Calrfor nia. 


The office of Notary Public in this State was undoubtedly created tor the aecomnioda- 
tion of the people. and was not intended to benefit a few persons to the detriment of the 
many. In 1889 the Legisglatureenacted a law Limiting the number of Notaries that could 
be commissioned in the counties of Los Angeles, Solano, and San Francisco. No special 
benefit has resulted to the general puble from the provisions of this law. Parties haying 
business to transact, which requires the services of a Notary in those counties, are caused, 
in many instances, great inconvenience and delay. If the chief characteristics required 
of appheants for those positions are good character and ability, there 1s no sound argu- 
ment in favor of the present hmitation in those counties; and I believe 1t to be the 
universal desire on the part of attorneys, bankers, real estate men, brokers, and their 
customers and clients, that the hmitation nuw in existence should be removed. 

I therefore recommend that the law he amended, and that the limit as to the number 
of Nutaries who may be conumissioned in the counties of Solano, Los Angeles, and San 


Francisco, he removed.

Section 34 No bill making an appropriation for money, except the genera] appropria- 
tion bill, deficiency bills for the appropriation of money exclusively devoted to the sup- 
port of the General Government and State institutions, shall contain more than one 
appropriation, and that tor a single and certain purpose to be therein expressed. No 
officer of the State shall have power to ncurany defciency eacept in case of actual neces- 
sity, and then only upon the written authority, first obtained, of the Governor, Secretary 
of State, and Attorney-General. Any deficiency incurred in violation of this provision 
lial be void, and the Legislature shall not haye the power to appropriate money to pay 
the same.

Beginning at a point on the 
boundary line between the counties of Colusa and Lake, as now established by law, at 
the northwest corner of the southwest quarter ot section thirty, township eighteen 
north, range eight west, Mount Diablo base and meridian; running thence east along 
the half section ne, and one and one half miles north ot the line dividing townships 
seventeen and eighteen noith, of Mount Diablu huse and meridian, to Butte Creek, ia 
boundary hne between Colusa and Butte Counties; thence northeily along said Butte 
Creek, with said county line, to a point where the north line of township nineteen north 
intersects said Butte Creek; thence westerly along the boundary hne between the 
counties of Butte and Colusa, as now established by law, to the center of the Sacramento 
River; thence northerly, and following the meanderings thereuf, along the center of 
said Sacramento River, toa point where the north line of township twenty-two intersects 
the center of the Sacramento River, being the imtial point of Tahal County, as estah- 
lished by law; thence west along the north line of township twenty-two north, to the 
southwest corner of Tehama County, as established in section three thousand mine 
hundred and fitteen of the Political Code; thence southerly on the summit of the Coust 
Range Mountaing, on the established line between Menducino and Lake and Colusa 
Counties, to the place of beginning. 

Sec. 3. The seat of justice ot said county of Glenn shall be at the town of Willows, 
until otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. + There shall be held an election for county officers of said county on the first 
Tuesday in May, A. D. eighteen hundred and nmety-one, at which time shall be elected 
a Judge of the Superior Court, County Clerk, Sheritf, Tax Collector, Treasurer, Recorder, 
Auditor, District Attorney, Assessor, Superintendent of Schools, County Surveyor, Cor- 
oner, Public Administrator, and five Supervisors. At said election there shall he suh- 
mitted to the qualitied electors of said county of Glenn, us herematter described, the 
question whether they desire a separate county government: and, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the choice of said electors, the ballots used at said election shall have, writ- 
ten or printed thereon, the words “ For New County,” ‘Against New County ;” and all 
ballots from which the words ‘Against New County ’ are erased, shall be counted in favor 
of such separate county government; and all ballots from which the words “ For New 
County’ are erased, shalt he eounted agaist such separate county government. Said 
election shall be conducted in every 1espect, except as hereinafter otherwise provided, in 
necordance with the general law for the election of county and township officers 

Sec, 5. The Governor shall, when this Act takes effect, appoint hyve persuns, residents 
and electors of the county of Glenn, whe shall be and constitute a Board of Commis- 
sloneis to perfect the organization of said county, a majority of whom shall constitute a 
quorum, Said Commiussieners shall meet in the town of Willows, within twenty days 
afier their appointment, and after being duly sworn to faithfully discharge their duties 
as prescribed in this Act, shall organize hy electing one of their number ag President, and 
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shall elect a clerk. The clerk shall kee} a record of their proceedings. Three of the 
number of said Board shall be necessary 0 transact business, and a majority of the votes 
of the members present at any meeting shall control in all matters coming before it. 

Scc. 6. For the purpose of degnating the sey eral clection precincts 1n the said county, 
the said Board of Commissioners shall meet at the town of Willows two weeks before 
the day of election, and at said meeting they shall designate the precincts of the county, 
the house or place within the precincts where the election must be held, and the vltices 
to be filled; and appoint two Inspector,, two Judges of Election, and two Clerks tor 
each of said precincts. 

Sec. 7. The said Board of Commuiuss19ners. after designating the precincts of the 
county, and appointing the Inspectors, Indges, and Clerks of the different precincts, 
shall give notice thereof by posting a written or printed notice in each of the said pre- 
eincts, stating therein the boundaries of said precincts, and the names of the Inspectors, 
Judges, and Clerks of Election appointed for the same, and naming and numbering, in 
numerical order, commencing with nuriher one, the offices to be filled, and stating, 
also, that at said election there will be submitted to the qualified voters within the said 
county of Glenn the question of the final establishment of the said county.

On the sixth day afte: the said 
election, the said Board of Commmissioneis shall meet in the town of Willows. in said 
county, and the returns of said election shall be opened and read in public, and a tabular 
statement shall thereupon be made, under their dircetion and 1n their presence, showing 
the vote given at each precinct of the county, for each candidate for the several ofhces, 
and the entire vote given in the county for each peison, and ajso the vote for and against 
a separate county yovernment; which said statement, so made out, shall be signed by 
the President and Clerk of said Board. 

Sec. 9, As soon asthe said statemenr is made, the said Board, by an order entered 
upon its minutes, shall declare the result. and if a majouty of those vuting upon the 
question shall have yoted in favor of a separate county government, the Piesident of 
said Board shall immediately make out and send, or deliver, to each person chosen, a 
certificate of election, signed by him as President of the Board of Commissioners and 
attested hy the Cleik of said Board.

Ten, and Senatorial District Number Eight, until otherwise provided by law.”

JOINT REPORT OF COMMITTEES ON STATE CHARITABLE AND REFORMATORY 
INSTITUTIONS, AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


ASSEMBLY CHAMBER, SACRAMENTO, February 18, 1891. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Your Committee on State Chaiitable and Reformatory Institutions, and 
the Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, heg Jeave to submut their joint report, 
in pursuance of the duties allotted to them, and state that the afo1esaid have visited and 
carefully exaruined the following institutions, viz.: 

The State Normal Schoe!l at San Jos“, the State Normal School at Los Angeles, the 
State Normal School at Chico, the Agnews Insane Asylum, the Stockton Insane Asylum, 
the San Bernardino Insane Asvlum, the Whittier Reform School for Juvenile Offenders, 
the Institute for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind at Berkeley, the Industrial Home of 
Mechanical Trades tor the Adult Blind at Qukland, the Home tor the Care and Training 
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of Feeble-Minded Children at Santa Clara, the Orphans Home Society at Los Angeles, 
and the Cathohe Orphans Hume at Los Angeles, and we most respectfully submit the 
following report of Gur inapections and investigations, aud such suggestions as we lave 
to offer reeling therefrom, with reference to their needs and conditions: 


THE STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT SAN JOSE. 


This edifice is a handsome structure, plain, durable, and very conveniently arranged , 
1é is centrally located, in the heart ot the Garden City, and possesses manv attractions 
to those whu have availed themselves of its advantages. The school is centially lucated, 
within fittv miles from San Francisco, and within a radius of sisty miles may be 
embraced one half of the entire population of the State. 

We recommend the appropuiation of fitty thousand dollars. for the following reasons: 

Fost—The schoul now contains over five hundred pupils, and the Luilding is utterly 
inadequate to accommodate that number. The building was orginally designed to 
afford educational facilities for about four hundred puyals, but owing to the constant 
increase in the number of applicants it was deemed necessary to utihze the basement, 
which was originally intended as a play-roum for the children im the traming depait- 
ment in the winter months, ‘This laze basement was converted into class-rooms for the 
use of the Normal pupils proper, thus depriving the children of the use of the same. 
This basement is low, the ceiling being but eight feet in heght, underground to a cun- 
siderable extent, and uterally unfit torschool work. Itis cold, dark, and damp, and there 
being nv provisions made for heating or ventilating any of the class-rooms. It is whelly 
untit for the purpases now used, and we condemn the same as an unhealthy and unsuita- 
ple school-room, and we are informed by the Faculty that a number of deaths have 
oceutred, which are directly attributable to the unhealthy condition of the same. where 
the pupils are compelled to live the greater portion of the day, and we are informed that 
the daughter of C. W. Childs, the Principal of the school, was one of the unfortunates 
who contracted a severe cold, which terminated fatally a few days since. 

It was ulso reported to your committee that the students were compelled to lunch 
in the cloak-rooms. It is certainly a deplorable state of affairs, and the ayy royriation 
asked for 1s just and proper, and should be granted Thereis certainly nothing lust by 
the State m making liberal appropriations for her Normal Schools, tor 1t 1s here where 
the State educates her educators, and none uther. ALL pus applying for admission to 
attend the Normal Schools of this State ure required to make aftidavit that they intend 
following the occupation of teaching, and your committee 1s informed that over ninety 
per cent of the graduates for the past ten years are now in the profession, teaching the 
youth of Calitornia. 

The Preparatory Department is of a more recent creation. There are many students 
that come from a long distance, and when examined for admission, would fail in one or 
two branches, or, it might be, would nut be ymte sixteen years of age. 1n that case they 
are received in the Preparatory Department, and, us the law directs, are charged a tuition 
fee of thirty dollars a year until they are admutted regularly into the Nerinal proper. 
The Training Department, consisting of three zrades, 1s where the students of the Senior 
Class are trained to teach. Each member of the class is required to teach five months 
during the year, and this1s as much w part of the Normal course as that of any other 
branch, and in granting diplomas, the record in the training school is equally as impor~ 
tant as that of the class-room. It will he readily seen trom the foregoing, that in order to 
conduet_a well regulated Normal School, in all its branches, suitable rooms should he 
provided for the students, as well as the instructors, which in this s hool dves not exist, 


. 
STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT LOS ANGELES, 


This building. although plain in architectural design, is attractive and substantial, 
towering prominently from its bewutiful location on an eminence overlooking the city of 
Los Angeles, where Nature has so lavishly bestowed her favors, making it nupassible for 
the imagination to conceive a more desirable location for an institution of learning. The 
ereunde ate beautiful, and in first class order, and give evidence of care and good man- 
agement. 

“This school has grown beyond all anticipation, and the present building is not adequate 
to accommodate the demand for admission. The present capacity is Jimited to three 
hundred, and the total applications were three hundred and fifty; hence, tifty were unable 
ta secme admission. 

This school is not_ asking for an appropriation for an additional class building, lut 
they do ask for a sufficient sum to construct a laburatury, the same to be disconnected 
from the main building, which 1s eminently just and proper, by so doing, the space 
now occupied bv tlis very in:portunt department of the school can be used for alse: 
rvoms, thus reheving the overcrowded class-rourns, and give additional space to the 
schoo} proper Wetrecommend that the tull amount asked, ten thousand dollars, be 
appropriated fo: the purpose of constructing a laboratury, the same to be disconnected 
from the main building. We make this latter recommendation for the reason that owing 
to the combustible nature of the chemicals used in making experiments, we deem it 
ie to use every reasonable precaution to avert fire, which might involve the whole 
structure, 
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STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT CHICO, 


This schoo] building 1s not complete in every respect. It will require an appropriation 
to enable the completion of the structure in all its parts. 

We herewith submit estimates of the cost cf the work necessary to be performed to 
complete the building:

In addition to the preceding estimate of expense necessary to finish and complete the 
building, we find that about five thousand five hundred dollars more than the appropria- 
tions have been paid to put the building in working order, and additional bills of about 
two thousand dollars incurred. This money has been judiciously expended and the 
work well done. We would respectfully urge the importance of finishing the work 
estimated on. The front porch and main entrance are necessary tu give a finished 
me bere to the building; the basement floor 1s important to keep the building dry 
and healthful; the additional class-roonis are alreay needed inthe growing work of the 
schovl, the museum 18 an impoltant appendage and should be established as soon as 
possible; while the cases, shelves, and the other items mentioned are urgently needed to 
put the institution 1n complete working order 

In view of the above facts, we most respectfully recommend the appropmiation of 
twenty-three thousand five hundred and twenty dollars, as called for in the specification 
and estimates. 


THE AGNEWS INSANF ASYLUM. 


Your committee visited the State Insane Asylum at Agnew», and would report that 
they found everything 1n most satisfactury shape at that stitution, so far as manage- 
ment is concerned. 

Referring to the necessity for increased accommodations for patients, we tind that the 
report of the Trustees on this subject 13 not at all exaggerated, in tact, since said report 
Wap issued, the asylum has received patients enough to completely fill the male side of 
the buildings, there being only room for three more patients on that side at the piesent 
time. The female wards are even more crowded, but relief for that side will be given by 
the opening of ward building number three, which is expected to be ready for occupancy 
within a short time. 

In view of the conditions as we found them to exist, we would recommend the appro- 
priation of ninety thousand dollars. Tis will enable the erection of two additional 
ward buildings, which will accommodate some three hundred and sixty patients, at the 
low per capita of about four hundred and eighty dollars, and as the present receipt of 
patients at this asylum 1s about thirty a month, 1t can be readily seen that even with 
the addition of these buildings the capacity will be none tuo great, the asylums ai 
Mendocino and San Bernardino, even if completed, would not relieve Agnews to any 
great extent, as all the insane from the counties of San Francisco, Alameda, Santa 
Clara, San Mateo, Santa Cruz, ete , eompmsing nearly half of the population of the 
State, will be sent to Agnews, as it would be manifestly unjust to the relatives and 
friends of those unfortunates to ship them hundreds of miles away from their homes, 
and make it difficult, if not impossible, for the latter to be visited or cared four by the 
former, to say nothing of the additional cost to the State in the matter of transpor- 
tation. 

But little has been done 1n the way of improving the grounds. owing to lack of funds 
for this purpose, and we consider the appropriation asked for this purpose as pressing, 
and would earnestly recommend the allowance ot the same. 

The Trustees, in their repert. have sugyested the necessity uf a permanent sewer to 
tide-water, and this must be built at some time At the present a temporary sewer 
emptving into a creek near the asyluin, is being used, but this 1s so objectionable that 1t 
must eventually be done away with. 
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STOCKTON INSANE ASYLUM. 


Your committee made a careful examination of the affairs at the Stockton Insane 
Asylum, and inspected the hospital buildings and grounds, and found that the same were 
in a satisfactory condition. egularity, neatness, and cleanliness was the rule, all of 
which is to be highly conaended, The books of the Secretary and Treasurer make a 

ood showing of the condition in which the last appropriation was used, and the same 

as been keptin acorrectand systematic manner. Yourcommittee has caretully examined 
all the new structures erected during the past two years, as well as the improvements for 
which appropriations were secured at the last session of the Legislature, and in this 
connection would state that so far as yuur committee could ascertain the inulding and 
improvements have been completed in strict compliance with the plans and specifications, 
and that all moneys have been judiciously expended. 

In addition to the foregoing, we would state that your committee has examined into 
the chlapwlated condition of the residence of the Superintendent, which has been occu- 
pied for su long a period that it has become unsafe, and it has been abandoned. ‘The 
repoit of the Buard of Directors, now on file, says that “during the last winter the 
moisture rose in the brick walls of the building tor several feet by capillary attraction, 
thus rendering the rooms damp and unwholesome, and owing to the poor quality of the 
material of which the building is constructed, and the long period of over thirty years 
since 1t has been built, it is the judgment of this Board, that it will not be 1n the interest 
of economy to repair this residence, and that provision should be made for the imme- 
diate erection of a new one, more BpPrOrnat, to the times and better adapted to the use 
of the Superintendent and his fami 7 

The floor in the main halls and corndors of the building of the Female Department has 
become badly worn, and should be replaced. 

The machinery in use in the laundry in the Male Department 1s so worn that it will 
also have to be replaced. 

Your committee would state that in order to make these necessary improvements, 
to wit: to erect a new residence, to place new floors in the Female Department bujlding. 
require an appropriation ot forty-five thousand dollars. In view of the foregoing, it 
seem that the appropriations asked for are enunently just and proper.

SAN BERNARDINO INSANE ASYLUM. 


Your conmittee visited the site of the San Bernardino Insane Asylum, which is located 
about five miles south of the city of San Bernardino Owing to the inability of the 
Trustees to obtain a suitable site for the erection of the bnildings for this mstitution 
immediately after the appropriation was made available, somew hat retarded progress. 
Excavations are now being made, and the work 13 rapidly progressing. 

Your committce has carefully examined into the general plans and specifications, and 
we unhesitatingly say that the same is complete in all its parts, and when finished will 
be one of the first institutions of 1ts kind in the Stateof California. 


REFORM SCHOOL FOR JUVENILE OFFENDERS, LOCATED AT WHITTIER, LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 


Your committee visited the Retorm School at Whittier, Los Angeles County. A more 
Worthy Institution does not exist in Califorma. It is here that the vicious youth of our 
great commonwealth 1s to be taken, and ought to become honest, useful, and upright 
citizens. Institutions of this character have been estahlshed 1n our sister States, and 
the resulis have shown that over ninety per cent of the boys and girls that were on the 
road to derradation and ruin have gone out into the world from these institutions, and 
have became good citizens, and have reflected honor and credit to the whole community. 
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The main administration buslding 13 located on an eminence overlooking the beautiful 
San Gabriel Vallev, and in this connection your committee desires to compliment the 
Board of Trustees, Messrs. Hervey Lindley, the Piesident of the Boaid, Hon. James R. 
Lowe, and Jogiah sims, for their honest endeavors and good judgment in securing the 
site upon which the schoo? 1s erected, and which 19 destined to become one of the 
greatest and most useful of our penal institutions a ad, 

The main administration building 1s tie handsomest public building 1n the State, well 
built and convenient in all its parts, and we most respectfully refer each member to the 
first report of the Trustee: for a clear and comprehensive statement of the various 
expenditures, which, in our opinion, have been well spent. The general management, 
thus far, has come up to all expectations. and your committee has every reason to 
believe that the management will compare favorably with any 1n the State. 

We have carefully examined the houks and accounts, and find that they have been 
kent in a correct and systematic manne, and that all expenditures of money have been 
judiciously expended. 

We have carefully examined into each item of appropriation asked for, and your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that not one collar has been asked at vour hands that 13 not 
absolutely needed at the present time. And we, therefore, recontmend that the sum ot 
one hundred and seventy-three thousand dollars be apprupriated tot the special purposes 
as set forth in the bill. 


INDUSTRIAL HOME OF MECHANICAL TRADES FOR THE ADULT BLIND 


Your committee 1s unable to make a faymable report of this must deserving stitution, 
and we refer to the management in paiticular, Your committee 1s of opinion that the 
Superintendent of this institution should not be a blind man, and while we are in 
sympathy with him and his terrible attiction, vet we are reminded that this 1s a State 
institution, and should be conducted as such. The general condition is not what an 
institution of this character should he, and we recommend to the Trustees such improve- 
ment in the general management as will place this institution on a par with uther 
beneficiaries of the State. 

Your committee would favor the 1etention of the present Superintendent as an 
instructor, and some person appointed as Superintendent who can more caretully take 
care of this institution. 


DEAF AND PLUMB AND THE BLIND. 


Your committee is of opinion that the Deaf and Dumband Blind Asylum, at Berkeley, 
is one of the best conducted institutions in the State, We made a careful examination 
into the general condition and wants, and we are satisfied that an additional building 13 
necessary to accommodate the constant increase, and we therefore recommend that the 
appropriation asked for be granted. 


THE LOS ANGELES ORPHANS HOME SOCIETY AND THD CATHOLIC ORPHANS HOME, 


Your committee, in comphance with their duty, visited the Los Angeles Orphans 
Home Society and the Catholic Orphans Home. Both of these institutions were con- 
structed by private donations, and they are indeed worthy ot any aid the State inay see 
fit to give them. They are well kept, and the general management 1s all that could be 
asked for. We would recommend the usual allowance to each of the said Homes.

Ifa majority of the 
votes cast shall he against a sanitarv district, no othe: proceedings shall be taken in rela- 
tion thereto until the expiration of two years from the presentation of the petition. 

Sec. 5. Every sanitary distiict formed under the provisions of this Act shall have 
power to have and use a common seal, alterable at the pleasure of the Sanitary Board: 
to sue and he stted by its name, to construct, and maintain, and keep clean such sewers 
and drains as in the judgment of the Sanitary Boaid shall be necessary or proper, and 
for this purpose tu acquire, by purchase, gilt, devise, condemnation proceedings, or other-

the county, and for this purpose to enter upon the same and make wll necessary and proper 
excavations, restoring the same to Peevey condition, but in case such stieet or road shall 
be in an incorporated city or town, the consent of the lawtul authorities thercof shall first 
be obtained, to make and entorce all necessary and proper regulations for the removal 
of garbage and the cleanliness of the roads and streets of the district, and for the purpose 
of guarding ayainst the spread of contagious and intectious diseases, and for the isolation 
of peisons and houses affected with such diseases, and for the notiheation of the other 
inhabitants ot the existence thereof, and all other sanitary regulations not in conflict with 
the Constitution and laws of the State; to impose fines, penalties, and forfeitures for any 
and all viulutions of itg regulations and orders, and to hx the penalty thereot by fine or 
imprisonment, or both; but no such fine shall exceed the sum of one hundred dollars, and 
no such imprisonment shall exceed one month: to call, bold, and conduct all elections 
necessiury or proper atter the formation of the district, to preseribe by order the time, 
mode, and manner of assessing, levying, and collecting taxes for sanitary pri poses, except 
as 1s otherwise provided hiciemn: to compel all residents and property owners to connect 
their houses and halitations with the strvet sewers and diaing; and generally to do and 
perfurm any and all acts necessary or proper te the complete exercise and effect of any of 
its powers, or the purpose for which it was formed 

Sit, 6 The officers of the district shall be a Sanitary Assessor and hve members of 
the Sanitary Board. 

Sec. 7, here shall he an election fo. Sanitarv Assessor on every even numbeied year 
in Which members of the Sanitary Board are elected, and at the same time, place, and 
manner, and the person then elected shall hold ofhce for two years neat therealter, and 
until the election and quuhtfication ot his successor, The person elected Assessor at the 
election at wluch the distuet was formed shall hold office until the election and qualif-

Sec. 21. The district may at any time he dissolved upon the vote of two thirds of the 
quahhed electors thereof, upon an election called by the Sanitary Board upon the ques- 
tion of dissolution.

Upon saci dissolution, the property of the district shall 
vest in any Meerporated ity or town that mav at said time bein occupation of a con- 
siderable portion of the territory of the district, and if there be no such incorporated city 
or town then the property shall be vested in the Beard of Super visors of the county until 
the formation of such acity o1 town.

A petition shall tirst_ be presented to the Governor, signed by not Jess than five 
hundred guntiaed eleclors residing within the distitet proposed to be erected into such 
new county, and registered upon the Great Register of the county or one of the counties 
from which such territory is taken, who are also taxpayers within such distriet, which 
petition shall particularly set forth and describe the proposed boundanes ot such new 
county, and state the number of inhalntants therein as nearly as may be (which number 
shall ie not less than tive thousand), and pray that the same may he erected into and 
organized as a new county, by the name of (desizmating such naine), And such 
petition shall have attached thereto the certihcate or certificates of the Clerk or Clerks of 
the county or counties from which such territory 18 tuken, showing that the signeis 
thereto ore registered us afuresaid, und taxpayers within the district proposed to he erected 
into such new county; also, the aflidavits of at least one hundred of said petitioners that 
to the best of their knowledge and behet the organization of such new county will not 
reduce the population of the former county, whose Clerk makes such certificate, below 
the number of eight thousand (8,000), and that the lines of such new county de not run 
within five miles of the county seat of his county If any person signs the name of 
another to such petition without being thereto dulv authorized, in writing, he shall he 
deemed guilty of forgery, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished accordingly. If 
any name is signed to said petition by another, the written authority of such othe: person 
tu sign such name must accompany such petition. 

See. 38. Upon receiving such petition, so signed and veirfied, the Governor shall, 
within thirty days thereatte:, hle the same with the Secretary of State, together with an 
order made by him appointing three discreet and corel persons residing within the

Sec. 4 The orders, publication, and notice, made and given hy gaid Board of Com- 
muassioners, shall presctibe and provide tor the submission to the quabted electors of the 
said proposed new county of the question of whether or not said new county shall be 
organized; and also provide for the election for said new county, 1f organized, of a Buard

The People of the State of California, represented tn Senate and Assembly, do enact as follies 
Seetron 1, Every person desiring to become a licensed land surveyor in this Statemust 

present to the State Surveyur-General of this State a certificate that he is a person of good 

moral characte1, also,a certificate signed by three licensed surveyors, or acertificate signed 
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by the Buard of Examining Surveyors, provided for in section five of this Act, which 
certificate shall set forth that the person named therein is, in the opinion of the person 
signing the saine. a fit and competent person to receive a license as a land surveyor, 
tovether with his oath that he will support the Constitution of this State and of the 
United States, and that he will faathfully discharge the duties of a heensed land surveyur, 
ag defined in this Act. 

Sec. 2. Upon receipt of such certificate and oath by the State Surveyor-General, it shall 
be his duty to furthwith issne to such apphcant a leense without charge, which license 
shall set furth the fact that the applicant 1s a competent surveyor, o1 that he has had at 
least two yeais’ experience in the held as a sy cyor or assistant surveyor. 

Sere. 8. Sach livense shall contain the (wl name of the applicant, the technical imsti- 
tution from which he i a graduate (if he be a graduate), or if he 1s not a yraduate, the 
fact must be stated in the hceense, his Jurthplace, age, and to whom issued. the name of 
the person upon whose certifieate the heense is issued. and the date of its issuance, 

Sre 4. All papers received by the State Survevor-General, on application tor licenses, 
shail be kept on file in his olhre, and a proper dex and record thereat shall be kept by 
him, and a hst of all licensed land surveyors shall he kept by him, and he shall monthly 
transmit to the County Recorder of each county in this State a full and correct hst of all 
petsons so licensed, and it is hereby made the duty of such Recorders to keep such lasts 
in their offices in such a way as they may be easily accessible to all persons, 

Sec. 5. Within twenty davs after the passage of thig Act. the Governor shall appoint 
three surveyors in good standing, members uf the Technical Society of the Pacihe Coast, 
and two other surveyors in good standing, not members of such society, as a Board of 
Examining Surveyors, who shall conduct such examinations and make such Inquiries ag 
to them may seem necessary to ascertain the qualifications of applicants for surveyors? 
licenses. 

Sec. 6. A majority of the Board of Examining Surveyors shall meet on the first 
Friday of each month during their term of office in the roums of the Technical Soviety 
of the Pacihe Coast in San Francisco, and at such other times and places as they may 
select. The members of the Board shal; hold office for the term of one year from the 
date of appointment, and shall verve without compensation. 

Sec. 7 Every licensed surveyor shall have a seal of office, the impression of which 
must contam the name of the surveyor. hs prinapal place of business, and the words 
‘Licensed Surveyor,” and all maps and papers signed by him, and to which said seal 
has been attached. Shall be prrima facie evidence m all the Courts of this State. 

sre. & Suryevors’ licenses, issued in aecordance with this Act, shall remain in force 
until revoked for cause as herematter provided 

Sec, 9 Every licensed surveyor is authorized to admunister and certify vaths when 
it becumes necessary, to take tesumony, to identify o1 establish old v1 lost corners, or, 
if a corner or monument be found ina perishable condition, and it appears desirable that 
evidence cuncerning such corner ur monument he perpetuated ; or whenever the impor- 
tance of the survey makes it desirable to administet iain oath for the faithful pe: formance 
of duty to his assistants A record of such vaths shall be preserved as a part of the tield 
nates of the survey. 

Sre. 10. Every licensed survey or is bereby autherzed to make surveys relating tu the 
sale or subdivision of lands. the retracing or establishing of property ar houndary lines, 
public roads, streets, alleys. or tvails; and it shall be the duty of each surveyor, when- 
ever making such surveys, except those i¢latinpg to the retracing or subdivision of ceme- 
tery or town lois, whether the survey be made fur private persons, corporations, cities, or 
counties, to set permanent and reliable nronuments, and Such monuments must be per- 
manently marked with the initial of the surveyor setting them. 

See, 11. Within sixty dayy after a survey relating to the sale or subdivision of lands, 
the retracing or establishing of property and boundary lines, publie roads or trails, 
original cemetery or town sites and their subdivisions has been made by a licensed sur- 
vevor, he shall file with the Recorder of the county in which such survev or any portion 
thereof hes, a record of survey. Such record shall be made ina good draughtsman-like 
manner, on one or more sheets of firm paper of the uniform size of twenty-one by 
thirty inches. This record of survey shall be either an orginal plat or a copy thereot, 
and must contain all the data necessary to enable any competent, practical survevur tu 
retrace the survey The record of survcy must show: All permanent monuments set, 
describing their size, kind. and lovation, with reference to the corners which they ate 
intended to perpetuate; all hearingor witness trees marked in the Held, complete outlines 
of the several tracts or pareels of land surveyed, with courses and lengths of boundary 
lines; the angles as measured by Vernier readings, which the lines of blocks or lots, if 
the record relate tu an original town site survey, make with each other and with the center 
lines of adjacent streets, allevs roads, o° lines, the variations of the magnetic needle 
with which old lines have been retraced, the scale of the map, the date of survey, a proper 
connection with one or more puints of an olegmal or larger tract of land, and the name 
ot the same; the name of the grant or giants, or of the townships and ranges within 
which the survey 1s located. the signature and seal of the survevor; proculed, that 
nothing in this section shall require recerd to be made of surveys of a prelinunary 
nature where no monuments er corners are established 

Sec 12. The record of surveys thus filed with the County Recorder of any county 
must be hy him pasted into a stub-book provided for that purpose, and he must keep a 
proper index of such records, by name of owner, by name of sui veyur, by name of giant, 
city, or town, and hy United States subdivisions, and he shall make no charge for fling 
and indexing such records of surveys. 
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Sec. 18. Upon the failure of any licensed surveyor to comply with the requirements 
of this Act and the furnishing of satisfactory proofs uf such fact, the State Surveyor- 
General must revoke his license, and no other license shall be issued to him within one 
year from such revocation. <A violation of section eleven of this Act shall be a misde- 
meanor, and any person convicted of such violation shall be punished by a fine not to 
exceed more than one hundred dollars, vr imprisonment in the county jail net exeeeding 
thirty days. 

Scc 14. Incase said Board shal! refuse to meet and examine applicants for licenses, 
asin this Act provided, and issue to such applicants the certificate or certifivates men- 
tioned in this Act. if such person be a fit and competent persun te receive the same, 
they may be compelled to do so by mandamus, and if, upon the heartng of such 
mandamus, it appears that they have willfully and wrongtalle refused to examine any 
applicants or to issue him a certificate when he is entitled to the same, such Board so 
refusing or failiug shall be jointly and severally lable for all cost of said mandamus 
proceeding, including attoiney’s fee of five hundred dollars, and shall he so jomtly and 
severally hable to any peison aggrieved by such refusal in the sum of five hundred 
dollars as fixed, settled, and hquidated damages, which may be recovered 1n any Court 
in this State, and the Judgment (if it be for pluntiff) in mandamus shall be prima facie 
evidence of such injury and damage in any action which may he brought to recover 
damayes under the provision of this Act. 

Sec. 16. All that part of the Cude of Civil Procedure of this State relating to 
mandamus 1s hereby made applicable tu the provisions of this Act, and ail proceedings 
in mandamus under this Act shall be in aceordance therewith

Mr. Speakrr: We, your committee, appointed to investigate the charges of cor- 
perio! made against the Assembly of the State of California, in accordance with the 
following resolution, adopted by the Assembly on the thirtieth day of January, 1491, beg 
leave to submit the following 1eport: 


RESOLUTION. 


Wuerras, There has appeared in the San Franciseo “ Evening Post” of January 29, 
1891, the following statemené of an interview with Mayor Glasvock of the city of Oak- 
land, referring to this Assembly: 

“Why,” he said, “we were notin it fora moment. Those fellows have gat to be paid, 
or the bill will not be passed. Iam satisfied of that. To talk ahvut any other intluence 
with them 1s the worst soit of nonsense. It we were to enter all of our forces and do 
our best, ig couldn't get that crowd tu adopt the Lord’s Prayer unless they saw boodle 
in.1t;"" ane 

Wirercas, It has been recently stated 1n a late paper, that W W Camntron, of Oakland, 
has said that nu electric bills could be passed without fixing this Legislature, also 
referring to this Assembly; be it 

Resolied, That a committee of three members of this House be appointed, with full 
power tu subpcena witnesses, and to eomipel their attendance hefore them, to examine 
witnesses under oath, and ta thoroughly investigate the truth of these charges, as 
well as any other of a like chatacterin regard to this Assembly. That said Mayor 
Glaseock and said W. W. Camron be summoned to appear before said committee and 
give what information they have concerminy said charges, or any other knowledge they 
may have in the matter, and to report the result of their investigation at as early a date 
as possible tu this Assembly. 

We have met trom time to tame as it was possible for us to get witnesses before us, 
heing considerably delayed by the fact that most of the witnesses we were called upon 
to examine resided in Oakland, and found 1t somewhat difficult to come ta Sacramento 
at the times when we desired tu examine them. We have, however, examined the tol- 
lowing witnesses: W. W Camron, William E Dargie, E. H. Hamilton, John R Glascock, 
Fremont Older, George D. Squires, John Choice, Harrv R. West, John F, Towle, and 
Churles H. Spear. 

We have been unable to fnd any person to whom Mr. W. W. Camron made any 
statement of any character whatever in relation to the use of money, the possibility of 
ita use, or of any corruption of any character existing in this Assembly in relation to the 
passaye of the Electric Bills, o1 at all 

Mr. Camron specifically denies having inade any statement of that character, but on 
the contrary, states, wud is borne out by the Oakland papers, as also by the testimony of 
John R. Glascock, that he had at all times believed that the Electne Bills would pags, 
and always had said so. 

Mr. Camron testified that he was approached Ly a party named John Choice on the 
motning of the twenty-eighth day of January, in the Golden Eagle Hotel, while in com- 
pany with Mr. Charles H. Spear and John F. Towle, both of Uaklind. His testimony 
is a8 follows: 

“These pentlemen were standing in the Golden Eagle Hotel While I was talking to 
them another gentleman came up and tapped me on the shoulder, and 1 reached over 
and said: ‘Tf vou two gentlemen will stand right where yon are—this man means busi- 
ness—and I will tell you more in a little while.’ I know the man for several years. He 
has been here everv Legislature J can remember in the capacity of a lobbyist pretending 
to have votes to sell. He took me off to one corner. These gentlemen stayed and 
watched the proceedings He says. ‘T understand you are heie in the interest of the 
Electric Bill’ I says, *Yes, Lam, and would be very anxious to have it pass.’ * Well, 
now, he savs, ‘TP think Ll can be of great service’ ‘Well,’ I says, ‘ean you be ot anv 
service to me?’ He says, Ican' I says, ‘In what way” ‘Well,’ he says, ‘1 will tell 
you Thereis acombine here uf thirty members of the lower House Thev have fine 
tooms here, a little nerth of here, and meet every day—two blocks up the street’ ”’ 

Question—Which way did he indicate? 

Answer—Towards the Capitol. He says, ‘‘ They meet everv day, and they are in ses- 
sion now, so 1f you desne to meet them, I will be vlad to take you up and introduce you.” 
I says, ‘No, vou mistake my business here, sir, [came up here, as I always come to the 
Legislature, tor honest purposes, and nu other. You know my record in the Legislature, 
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and you know what Iam. There is no sick in cur crowd. None of our people come 
here 1n the interest of any ratlroad or concern of that kind. We have come to this Legis- 
lature as the representatives of our city, and we have nv business to deal with anybody 
that isina Combine and send for peuple to come and see them. I decline togo Idon’t 
eare to talk any further on the subject.” He savs, “If you don’t want to go alone, take 
Glascock with you, they will secetve you end Glascockh.” [ says,“ You have my answer; 
I don’t care to’see Mr. Glaseock about the matter; I tell you now that we won't go. I 
don’t want any business with that classo7 people. We have met the members and we 
are ready tu go home. L went buck und t i those ventlemen that, too.” 

He 13 suy ported by the testimony of Mr. Spear and Mr. Towle, hoth of whom saw Mr. 
Choice at that interview, and positively wentify him as the one whe had the conversa- 
tion with Mr. Camron. 

While Mr. Choice denied having used any such language as stated by Mr. Camron, 
and also, that he knew of any combination of any members of the Assembly for anv 
purpose, or of any corruption of any character in the Assenibly. we feel satished from 
the tone of his denials, and from the testimony and standing of Mr. Camron, that Ar. 
Choice did make use vf such language to Mr. Camron, 

This cunclusien 1s further justified by the testimony of Mr Spear and Mr. Tuwle, to 
whom Mr. Camron related the substunce of his interview with Mr. Choice immediately 
Upon its termination. 

As an illustration of the character of the demuals of Mr. Choice, we quute a portion of 
his testimony, as follows 

“Mr. Gounp: Did you have any conversation on the twenty -eighth day of January last 
with Mr. Camion, such ag Mr. Camron has detailed? Answer—I don’t think I could 
have had any such conversation, beeause [did not know anything of the kind 

“Q. Well, could you, o1 did you, or did vou not? A I don’t think I did. 

“(Q. Well, did you, or did you not? A. [don’t think I did. 

“Q. Do vou know? A. The best of my beliet, J did not. 

“Q Do you kuow? A. Well. aman who has been up and down to the eity so often on 
sickness, 1t ls hard to remember these things ”’ 

We therefore conclude that Mr, Choice 15 an irresponsible person, who was endeavonng 
to extort money from Mr. Camron and his friends by a pretense of knowledge and influ- 
ence that he never had. and that lus demals of making the statements alleged hy Mr. 
Camron (such as they are) are absolutely ‘alse, and would respectiully recommend that 
a resolution be adopted by this House eacluding him from all parts of tlis Capitol within 
the control of the Assembly, as a disreputable persun whose presence is a discredit to any 
ussemblage of respectable men. 


JOHN R GLASCOCh’» STATEMENT, 


In relation to the statement published in the ‘‘ Post” of January twenty-ninth, and 
eontained 1n the foreguing resolution, the testimony, substantially, 1s as follows 

George D. Squires testified . “1 met Mayer Glascock on the evening of the twenty- 
eighth of January, at the Golden Cagle Hotel ‘The Mayor seemed despondent, and in 
a conversation with Mr, Syuites stated tht there was no money behind the bills that he 
was in tavor of, that he was not here in the interest of any Company or corporation. but 
as acitizen, and that he had a mght te come here and explain these bills, and that per- 
haps thereafter there night hea different view taken of them. The conversation between 
myselt and Mayor Glascock at that time. and which I afterwards discussed with Mr. 
Older, occupied, probably, three quarters of an hour, and is substantially as related hy 
Mayor Glascock. I did not agree with him in thinking that the bills would pass without 
the use of inuney, and there [ may say 1s the basis of the impresyion formed hy news- 
paper men—the bills having passed the Assembly and then reconsidered right in the 
presence of Mr. Glascock and Mr. Camron, Then I arose from my seat, and Mr. Older 
and myself went up the street and had a talk. and we talked quite facetionsly. J told 
him the impression that had been made upon me by the conversation with Mayor Glas- 
cock, that is, that these Ilills could not pacs without the use of muney, and that, I think, 
seemed to be well understood all around. 

“T said Mayor Glascock seeined to be very much discouraged and thought that the 
Alameda delegation had but very little influence, und then I suid, in the present condi- 
tion of aftairs, if they introduced the Loid’s Prayer, they could not pass it That was 
about all that was said. 

“T was speaking facetiously with Mr. Older, as a man will when he 1s talking about 
such matters. I remember ] said, that the Lord’s Prayer cuuld not pass without money 
being used, but uf course [ did not mean by that that the Lord’s Prayer could not pass 
without money. 

“T don't think that I said that Mayur Glascock told me that. I said that Mayor Glascock 
felt very much discouraged. Mr. Glascock said at the end. when the bills wall be prop- 
erly explained—and he spoke about appewung befere a committee to explain them—that 
they would pass. 

‘*[ did all [ could to discourage that idea Thit was my opinion _T used the Lord’s 
Prayer phrase to express my opinion as to the hopelessness of the bill. Whether I said 
that Mayor Glascock thinks so or not. or Whether 1 said that was the case, I don’t know. 
I think very likely that I did say that Mayor Glascock thinks 50, but he did not say so. 
I don’t know whether he thought so or not. So far as Mr. Glascock 15 concerned, the 
‘Lord's Prayer’ was all my own make up“ 
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Mayor Glascock testified substantially as follows: 

“Thad a conversation with Mr. Squires on the evening of the twenty-eighth, at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel 1 said to him, f would hke tu know it there is anvthing on the 
inside of this—where does this opposition come from—referring to the Electric Bills— 
and asked if the Omnibus Cable Companies were interested in the matte. 

‘Mr. Squires said that he did not know; and I asked him what sort of a Legislature 
this was. My recollection 1s that he said it was likeall Legislatures. Then Isaidto him, 
J could not understand where all this opposition came from. IL had talked to a number 
of gentlemen, among them I had mentioned Mr. Sturtevant’s name and Mr. Shanahan’s 
name, your nume, and Mr Bruner's, and said I had talked with these gentlemen, and 
have no doubt they are honest in their convictions. 

“Now, ag nearly as I cun recollect, that 13 substantially the conversation between us on 
this point. 1 asked his advice, ay a newspaper man as to the composition of the Legisla- 
tule, and as to whether he was able to get at any opposition to this bill, and he told me 
that he did not know of anything. I had no reason to believe that money was being 
used on one aide or the other of these bills, and never made to any one any statement of 
the character published in the * Post’ of January thirtieth.” 

Mr. Older, who was the currespondent ut the ‘‘ Post,” and who contributed the article 
quoted in the resolution authorizing the appointing of this committee, testified substan- 
tally as follows: 

‘7 was sitting in the reading-roum of the Golden Eagle Hotel on the afternoon of the 
twenty-eighth, about four or five o'clock, near Mr Squires and Mr Glascock, who were 
engaged in conversation When Mr. Glascock pot up to go out I joined Mr. Syuires, 
and asked him what he knew about the electric road bill—what the Oukland pevple 
thought of it; and I asked him, witha view of getting news, that [ might use the same. 

“ He went on and detailed the conversation between Mr. Glascock and himself, and 
the matter that 15 used there m that article, though perhaps not the same Janguage, is 
the way it was transmitted to me—the intent is about the same, and was my recollec- 
tion of the conversation when T wrote it, shortly alter the conversation with Mr, Squires. 

“Thad no information upon which I based individually such a statement us made in 
ie pale unless what I saw and from what I heard wrvund the lobby—the talks of the 
sack, ete. 

“We gained that impression by talking with various people, and the general manner 
in which evervthing had been handled all the way through, dating hack to the tine the 
yote was taken on the reconsideration of the bill—that yave mse to it im the first place 

“This impression did nut come trom talks with any vt the members. It came trom 
people floating around the lobby, and was indehnite in character. [ vannot locate a 
single staternent from any individual at all I don’t know any one’s name that I talked 
with, and no one said enough to make 1t a statement. 

“Mr. Squires did not tell me in the words published in the ‘ Post,’ but that was the 
idea that L gathered—the impression I got.” 

Asaconclusion from the testimony. of which the foregoing 1s a small portion, we, 
your committee, are satished that Mayor Glascock never used the words nor expressed 
the idea conveyed in the article published in the ‘ Post,” and alluded to in the 
‘Resolution’ of January thirtieth, but that the impression was desiznedly communi- 
cated to the mind of Mr. Older by Mr. Syuires, fur the purpose of misleading. possibly 
for professional reasonp. 

We consider that Mr. Older was entirely unjustified in attributing these words to 
Mayor Glascock, upon such a foundation, but if the purpose of Mi Squires was to 
perpetrate a hoax on Mr Older, the correspondent of the ‘Post,’ we can only conclude 
that his effort was eminently successtul.

of officers, that the Legislatuie may divert, procided, that 1n case of the office of the 
Lieutenant-Governor becoming yacant, or in the case of the tunctions uf the Goy- 
ernor devolving upon him, the President pro tem. of the Renate, or Ins snecessor, 
shall perform the duties and ieceive the emoluments of said Lieutenant-Governor, 
during the term of such vacancy, or the time he is performing such tunctions of

the two terms 1ext ensning the fourth day of November, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
ninety-two, us follows Lrentenant-Governor, four thousand ($4.000) dollars per annum, 
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and traveling expenses when he may be emploved in visiting and examining State insti- 
tutions. Such compensaticn to be in full for all services by thein, respectively, rendered, 
in any official capacity or eimployment whatsvever, during their respective terms of 
office; provided, however, that the Legislai ure, atter the expiration of their terms heicin- 
before mentioned, may by law. diminisa the compensation of any or all such ofiiceis, 
but in no case shall have the power to ircrease the sams above the sums hereby fixed by 
this Constitution.

ON COMMISSIONS. 


ASSEMBLY CHAMBER, SACRAMENTO, February 27, 1891. 


Mr SPEAKFR: Your committee, to whom was refeired the task of investigating the 
various Commissions of the State, have had the matter under very careful consideration, 
and bez leave to make the following report: 

The ventlemen holding the various commi-sionerships were duly notified ofthe time and 
place of the meetings of the committee, and appeared and presented their reasons why 
the said Commissions should or should not he maintained; and, after haying given them 
all, and such others as desired to he heard, a fuir and patient hearing and examination, 
under vath, we submit the following as the conclusions at which we have arrived: 

1. As tu the Fish Commission, we reecnimend its abolishment, with the additional 
recommendation that the statutes relating to viulations of the fish laws beso amended 
as to dispense with the turthe: employment of what 1s known as the fish patrol, and 
provide for such jiberal rewards as will have a tendency to encourage the yanious Con- 
stables, Sheriffs, and deputies, throughout the State, in making arrests, and the District 
Attoneys in conducting prosecutions. The reward in each instance to be sufficient to 
justify the various officers mentioned in secuting the necessary evidence to bring about a 
conviction, We turther recommend, in case this Commission should be abolished, that 
measures be taken tu perpetuate the means Now in existence for the purpose of hatching 
and propagating fish at the State hatchery located at Sisson, im the county of Siskiyou 

2, We recommend the abolishment of the State Boaid of Suk Culture, and that all 
property, of whatever description, belonging to the State, in the pussession of or under 
the contro! of said Board, be turned over to the State Agricultural Society 

3. We make the same recommendation with regard to the State Board of Forestry, 
and the further recommendation that liberal rewards be oflered for convictions for vio- 
lations of any regulations concerning our forests, 

4, We recommend that the State Board of Horticulture be consolidated under the 
control ot the Stute Agricultural Society, and make the saine recommendation with 
reference to the State Buard of Viticultuie, and further 1econ:mend that the number of 
Directors of said State Agricultural Society be increased from twelve to sixteen, by 
adding thereto two members engaged in horticulture and two members enyaged in yiti- 
culture, to be appointed by the Goveinor. 

5. We recommend that the Mining Bureau be maintained by a suitable appropriation 
for the peer of keeping up the museum and caring for the eftects of said Bureau, the 
payment of a Superintendent, a competent assaver, a janitor, and such other assistants 
as may be deemed necessary hy the Buaid of Directors; all to be under the control of 
said Board, and that no further expense be incurred in said regard 

6. With relation to the Yosemite Valley and Mariposa Big Tree Grove Commission, 
we would state that those reservations were granted the State by Act of Congress, on 
condition thatthe State appoint a Commission tu take charge of them. and we hardly 
like to take the responsibility of recommending that the same be abandoned by the State 
to the Federal Government, but leave 1t to the sound discretion of the Legislatuie to 
determine whether or not the cuntrol of the valley and grove are worth the cost entuled 
by them upon the State. 

7. With reference to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, we recommend. that it Le main- 
tained, and that a reasonable appropriation be made for 1ts support, the henehcial results 
of this Bureau being appaient to your comniittee, and its usefulness to labor fully 
demonstrated. 

8. We recommend that the State Agricultural Society be mammtained, and that proper 
provision be made for the additional expenses incurred by reason of the additional 
functions herewith recommended to be conferred upon it.

Relative to the mining industry of California. 


WHereAs, The discovery of gold in California attracted the attention of the whole 
world, hundreds and thousands coming, beth by sea and land, to seek their fortunes 
among our rivers, gulches, hills, and muuntain sides, bringing fuith the hidden treasures 
of the earth to supply their wants; increasing the circulating medium and energizing 
the commercial world; aiding our own country in the hour of need; elevating from the 
pit of poverty to homes of plenty thousands of honest sons of toil; and whereas, the 
Government encourayed the great industry by allowing the miners to occupy and 
purchase the mineral Jands, and by years of toil and_hardship have added mvure than 
two billions to the wealth of ite world, enabling the Government to collect in revenues 
fiom the Pacihe Coast not less than ten millions of dollars per annum for the Jast forty 
yeurs, amounting to the sum of four hundred millions of dollars over and ahove the cost 
of collecting: and whereas, the condition of the miners called forth many other industries 
to supply thei wants; commercial cities and manufacturing towns were built, railroads 
were constructed, the lands of the valleys were cultivated to bring forth the needed 
supplies for the gold miners of the mountains, who were building up hundreds of camps 
and towns along vur rivers and mountain sides, to accommodate the tens of thpuswads 
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of her working men and their families and whereas, the muners by the natural outlets 
have sent to the valleys and rivers their debris, intermixed with the wash trom the 
farming and grazing Jand, thereby creatine m some localities un accumulation of debris, 
causing serious injury to farming and navigation of the rivers: and whereas. mining 
has been encouraged by congressional and legislative Jaws until our Courts, by the old 
English common law, enjuemned that mode of nuning known as the hydraulic system, 
thereby closing up most of the mining sec tion of the State, reducing the annual production 
of gold ten millions pe: vear tor the :ast ten years, leaving within reach more gold 
than has eve: been taken from the mine:al belt of the State, thereby depressing, depopu- 
lating, and impoverishing hundreds of taining camps and towns, destruying the value of 
property that has cost millions to develop, cutting off the supply ot gold from our country 
und commercial world, contracting thes iarket of our farming and mechanical industries, 
reducing to poverty and want thousands of the ald pioneers that bad encouraged all the 
industries of the State; and wherecs, the Government has for the last two years employed 
a Board of Civil Engineers to myestizate the condition of the rivers and farming lands 
in localities which have heen and ae Hable to be injured by mining debris, the said Board 
having recently reported tu the Governinent that it 1s practical to construct restraining 
dams to hold back the mining debris in certain Jocalities, with such improvements 
of the rivers that miming can he continued without injury to any other alastce | and 
whereas, our lately elected Governor, 1m itis inaugural address, called the attention of 
the Legislature to the condition of the mining section of the State, and recommended 
that a Joint memorial be presented to Congress for such governmental aid as inight be 
required to reopen that gieat industry which assisted the Government in her hour of 
need, and added the circulating: medium to the commercial wants of the whole world, 
theretore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate concurring, That the Con- 
gress of the United States be and is hereby requested to appropiate eight to ten per 
cent of the annual revenues collected from the State of Calitormia, to be expended under 
the directions of a competent Board of Crvil Enemeers, that mining may be continued 
without injury to other industries or injury to the river navigation

I herewith return without inv appreyal Assembly Bill No. 42, entitled *tAn Act 
making appropriation for the support of the State Insane Asylum at Stockton fur the 
forty-first and torty-second fiscal years,” with the fullowiny ahjections: Of the sum of 
twenty-one thousand five hundied and twenty-nine dollars and thirty-one cents appio- 
priated by this bill, nine thousand nime hundred and seventy-one dollars and ninety- 
nine cents 1s intended to meet the deficiency for the forty-first fiscal year, ending June 
30, 18%), the balance, eleven thousand five hundred and’ fifty-seven dollars and thirty - 
two cents 1s intended to meet the deficiency for the fortieth fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1889 According to the terms of the bill. however, 1t appropriate! money m payment ot 
a deficiency for the torty-first and forty-second hseal years, instead of the fortieth and 
forty -first Hiscal years. ‘It will thus be geen that a serious error has been made in that 
respect. and if the tll were upproved, the defigency for the tortieth fiscal year could not 
he paid out of that portion of the appropriation, to wit: eleven thousand five lundred 
and fifty-seven dollars and thirty-two cents, intended by this bill for the forty-second 
fiscal yeur. There is, however, another very serious objection tu the bill, and one that I 
feel called upon te mention On Match 21, 1880, the Legislature passed an Act making 
apprepuations for the suppurt of the government of the State of Cahtorma for the 
forty-hrst and forty-second fiscal years. Section five of this Act reads as follows 

“Sere, 5. The ofticers of the various Departments, Boards, Cominissions, and Institu- 
tions, for whose henefit and support appropriations are made by this Act, are expressly 
forndden any expenditurg im eacess of such appropriations, except the nnanimous con- 
sent of the State Board of Examiners be first obtained, and a certificate 1n writing of the 
unavoidable nevessity for such expenditure, duly signed by every member of suid Board; 
and any indebtedness attempted to he created against the State in violation of the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be absolutely null and void, provided, that any member of any 
such Department, Board, Commission, or Institution, who shall yote forany expenditure, 
or create anv indebtedness against the State in excess of the respective appropri- 
ations made by this Act, except by the unanunous consent of the State Board a xam- 
iners, and the certificate in this section provided for be first olitained, shall be liable on 
his official bond for the amount of such indebtedness, to Le recovered in anv Court of 
competent jurisdiction by the person or persons, firm or corporations, to whom such 
indebtedness ls uwing ” 

In aceordance with the provisions of this statute, there 1s no method by which the two 
iteins uf dehciency could te legally inctuied, except to first obtain the unanimous con- 
gent of the State Board of Examincrs and a certificate in wiiting of the unavoidable 
necessity fur such expenditures, duly signed by every member of said Board; and any 
indebtedness attempted to he created azainst the State in violation of the provisions ot 
this Act 1s absolutely nulland void. It became my duty, therefore, heture approving 
the bill, to exanine the records of the State Board of Examiners upon this point. There 
is no record in that oftice o. the Executive office authorizing either of the items of 
expenditure, 1 accordance with the provisions of the statute of 1889, This fact was um- 
mediately communicated to the Board of Directors of that institution, and in response 
thereto, IT was informed hy the Secretary that as a matter of fact uo such authority was 
obtained prior to the cieation of the indebtedness. Notwithstanding the fact that ata 
date subsequent to the creation ofthe debt the Board of Examiners approved the various 
teins compusing these clans, their avis Gould 1n no way validate a claim made null and 
void by the statute retetred tu. Ln other words, they have no power to change the effect 


of the statute.

At twelve o’cluck ineridian, of the day following that on which proceedings are reyuired 
to take place as aforesaid, the members of the two Houses shall convene in joint assem- 
bly, and the Journal of each House shall then be read, and it the same persun has 
received a inajority of all votes in each House, he shall be declared duly elected Senator. 
But if the same person las not received a majority of the vutes of each House, or if 
either House has failed to take proceedings as required by this section, the joint assem- 
bly shall then proceed to choose, by viva voce vote of each member present, 2 person for 
Senator, and the person who receives a majority of all the votes of the joint assembly.

sco. 16. Whenever, on the meeting of the Legislature of any State, a vacancy evists in 
the representation of such State in the Senate, the Legislature shall proceed, on the second 
Tuesday after meeting and organization, to elect a person to fill such yacaney in the man- 
ner prescribed in the preceeding section for the election of a Senator for a full term, 

See. 17. Whenever, during the session of the Legisluture of any State, a vacancy 
occurs in the representation of such State in the Senate. similar proceedsngs to fill such 
vacuncy shall be had on the second Tuesday atter the Legislature is organized and has 
notice of such vacancy.

T herewith return to your honorable body, without my approval, Assemh)y Bill No. 
T41—An Act for the relief of Cul. Jonathan D, Sievenson. 

The language of the bill discloses the fact that the work was performed by Col. 
Stevenson in the year 1849, prior to the admission of the State into the Umon, and 
cannot, thereture, he a charge against the State It is likewise a fact thatif the work 
Was performed at all, 1t was upon a navigable stieain, the property of the Federal Gov- 
einment, and not against the State of Cahfonia The allowance of this claim would, 
im my judement, establish a dangerous precedent. and one that would pave the way tor 
the pavment of a Vast number of quesnonable claiins. Lf have examined every featuie 
of the claim very carefully, having had my attention first called to it when it was being 
pressed ag a claim against the Federal Government, while I was a Representative mn 
Congress. and since 1t5 introduction into the Assembly, I have read very carefully the 
history of the clann as detailed by Gen. Shermanin his Memoirs, and bv other writers 
on the carly history of Cahforma, [am informed that Col, Stevenson ignow ninety-two 
years of age that he is without means of support, thut the Federal Government has 
rejected Jus claim, and that he has no one upon whom he can rely for assistance, save 
those who are charitably inchned. Itas also well known that he was one of the early 
jnoncers of this coast, and in the early settlement and development of the Territory, 
and after wards of the State, he did. in a general way, perform seivices which have been 
and which will continue to be of vast benefit to gur peuple. [t was undoubtedly these 
facts that actuated yout honorable body to yote for this clatm, and Foam heartily in 
accord with the sentiment with which von are actuated. Notwithstanding my sympa- 
thies for Col Stevenson, in view of all the facts stated, J know 1tas my duty to withhold 
ny approval Tl ait be yeur desne to recuguize the services of Col, Stevenson to this 
State, and to provide for his actual necessities, I suggest that your honorable hody pass 
an Act setting apart an amount not exceeding $2,675, which shall be paid to him in 
monthly installinents as long as he may lve, or until that sum he exhausted, Iam 
informed that this ball passed both Houses almost unaninwusly, and I have therefore 
returned 1¢ at once in order to give your honorable body tune im which to express your 
will by further enactment upon this subject, fe you so desire. Aside fiom the constitu- 
tional questions Which may arise, there are objections which can be urged against 
carrying out the suggestions herein made. And I dese to sav that they are made only 
in view of the pecuhar toree with which the chum of Col. stevenson appeals to the syim- 
pathies of the people of thiy State, and are not intended ty apply ty any uther case,

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows 


Section Ll. Section one thousand one hundred and eighty-three of the Code of Civil 
Procedure of the State of California ig hereby aniended so as to read as toJlow»: 

1183. Every mechanic, matenal man, contractor, sub-contractor, builder, machinist, 
miner, architect, artisan, Workman, laborer, or other person who shajl hereafter pei form 
jlabur upon or furmsh materials to be used in the erection, construction, alteration, or 
repair, either m whole or in patt, of any building, wharf, bridge, flume, aqueduct, reser- 
yor, tunnel, fence, machinery, railroad, wagon road, or other improvement or structure, 
shall have a lien upen the propeity upon which such labor has been performed, or 
materials have been furnished, whether at the instance of the owner, or by any 
other person acting by Ins authority, or under him as contractor or otherwise; 
and any person who performs labor in any mining claim or claims haga hen upon the 
same, and the works owned and used by the owners for reducing the ores from such 
mining claim or claims, for the woik or labor done or materials furnished by each, 
respectively, whether done or furnished at the instance of the owner of the building or 
other improvement, or his agent: and every contractor, sub-contractor, architect, builder, 
or other person having charge of any mining or of the censtruction, alteration, addition 
to, or repair, either in whole o1 in part, of any building or other improvement as afore- 
said, shall be held to be the agent of the owner tor the purposes ot this chapter. Such 
hen shall extend to and include all the right, title, ana interest of the owner in such 
property at the time when such labor commenced to be performed, or when such 
materials conmmenced to be furnished, or both. In case of a contract between 
the reputed owner and his original contractor, the aggregate of all the liens hereby 
authorized shali extend to and include, but shall nut exceed, the price stipulated in such 
contract, unless payments be made tu the original contractor, er his order in violation 
of the right» and interests of other persons intended to be benefited by tlis chupter, 
provided, if it shall appear to the Court that the owner and contractor conspired together 
for the purpose of defrauding sub-contractors or other persuns performing work or 
Jurnishing material to be used in the erection, construction, alteration, addition to, or 


repair of any building, improvement. or structme, fixed an unreasonably low price in 
their original contract, then the Cuurt shall ascertain how much of a difference exists 
between a iar and reasonable price for such labor and materials performed and used 
and such contract price; said diflerence shall be considered a part of the contract and 
be subject to the hens of all persons other than the onginal contractor. 

All such contracts shall be in writing when the amount agreed to be paid thereunder 
exceects one thousand dollars, and shall be subsembed by the parties thereto; and the 
said cuntract, or a brief statement or inemorandum thereof, setting forth the names of 
all the parties to the contract; a pais ioe of the property to be affected thereby, 
tovether with a statement of the general character of the work to be done, the total 
amount tu be paid thereunder, and the amount of all partial payments, together with 
the times when such payments shall be due and payable, shall, before the work 18 coim- 
menced, be filed in the office of the County Recorder of the county, or city and county, 
where the property is situated, utherwise such contracts shall be wholly votd. and no 
recovery shall be had thereon by either party theretv; and in such ease the labor done 
and materials furnished by all persons aforesaid, except the contractor, shall be deemed 
tu be done and furnished at the personal instance and request of the owner, and all 
such persons shall have alien for the value thereof. The cost of filing sueh contracts 
shall be the stun of one dollar each. 

Sec. 2. Section one thousand one hundred and eighty-four of the Code of Civil 
Procedure is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

1184. No part of the contract price shall, by the terms of any such contract, be made 
payable, nor the same or any part thereof’ be paid in advance of the commencement of 
the work; but the contract price shall, by the terms of the contract, be made payable in 
installments, at specified times after the commencement of the work, or, on the com- 
pletion of specified portions of the work; 01, in one payment on the completion of the 
whole work; provided, that such contract price shall either in whole or im part be paid, 
or be considered due and payable, until the contractor’s statement, as required hy sec- 
tion one thousand two hundred and three, shall first be made as therein provided. No 
payment made prior to the time when the same is due, under the term» and conditions 
of the contract, shall be valid for the purpose of defeating, diminishing, or discharging 
any len in favor of any person, except the contractur; but, as to such lien, such pay- 
ment shall be deemed as it not made, and shall be applicable to such hen, net withstand- 
ing that the contactor to whom it was paid may thereafter abandon his contract, or 
become indebted to the owner o1 the reputed owner in any amount for damages, or 
otherwise, fur the non-performance of his contiact, or otherwise. 

As to all hens, except that of the contractor, the whole contract price shall be pay- 
able in money, and shall not be diminished by any prior or any subsequent indebtedness, 
ofiset, or counter claim, in faye: of the reputed owner and against the contractor. No 
alteration of any such contract shall affect any lien acquired under the provisions of 
this chapte: 

In case such contiacts and alterations therevt do not conform substantially to the pro- 
visions of this chapter, the labur done and materials furnished by all persons, except 
the contractor, shall be deemed to have been dene and furnished at the personal 
instance and rejuest of the person whu contracted with the contractor, and they shall 
have a hen for the value thereof. 

Any person mentioned in section one thousand one hundred and eighty-three, except 
the contractor, may at any time give to the owner or reputed owner, a written notice 
that he has performed labor or furnished materials, or both, to the cuntractor or uther 
persen acting by authority of such owner, or that he has agreed to do so, stating in 

eperal terms the kind of labor or materials, or both, and the name of the person to or 
ri whom the same was done or furnished, or both; and the amount in value, as near as 
may be, of that already done or furnished, or both; and of the whole agreed to be done 
or furnished, or both. 

Such notice may be given by delivery the same to the owner, or the reputed owner, 
personally, ov by leaving it at Ins residence or place of business, with some person int 
charge, or by delivering it to his arclutect, or by leaving it at such architect's residence 
or place of business, with some person in charge, or by posting it in aconspicuois place 
upon the building, improvement, or structure, or miming claim. No such notice shall be 
invalid by reason of anv defect in form; provided,1t is sutheient to inform the owner, or 
reputed owner, of the substantial matters herein povided for, orto put him upon inquiry 
as to such matters. 

Tpon such notice being given, 1t shall be the duty of the owner, or the reputed owner, 
to, and he shall withhold from his contractor, or from any other person acting under 
such owner, sufticient of such muney due, or that may become due to such contractor, or 
other person, to answer such claim and anv lien that may be hled therefor for record, 
under the provisions of this chapter, including counsel fees not eaveeding one hundred 
dollars in each case, besides reasonable costs provided for in this chapter. 

Src. 4. Section one thousand one hundred and eighty-seven is hereby amended so as 
to 1ead as tollows: 

Us7. All persons who contract directly with the owner to perform work, or farnish 
materials, or both, to be used in the erection and construction of the whole or any part 
of the same Lwilding, improvement, or structure, or mn the alteration, addition to, o1 
lepuir thereof, are original contractors within the meaning of the provisions of thie 
chapter, whether such persons be styled omginal contractors, contractors, or otherwise; 
and all other persons who perform work, or furmsh materials, or both, for or at the 
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personal instance or request of any original contractor in the erection and construction 
oat such building, um pes eetient; or structure, are sub-contractors within the meaning 
of the provisions of this chapter, whether styled sub-contracturs, material men, 
mechanics, or laborers, or «ther wise. 

Every original contractor, withn sixty days after the completion of any building, 
improvement, or structure. and cvery pesson, except the original contractor claiming 
the benefits of this chapter, must. within thirty davs after the completion ot such 
building, Improvement. or strneture, or after the completion of the alteration, addition 
to, vr repair thereof, or the performance of any work in any mining claim, file for 
record with the County Recorder of the county, or city and county, in which such 
property or some part thereof is situated, 1 claim containing a general statement of his 
demand after deducting all just credits and offsets; also, the name of the owner or 
reputed owner, if known, ihe nane of the person by whom he was employed orto whom 
he furnished materials; with a stacement of the terms, time given and conditions of his 
eontract; a description of the property sought to be charged with his hen suffiuent fur 
identification, such claim must be veritied by the oath of himself, or by that of some 
other person, 

Any trivial or slight imperfection in the said work, or in the construction of any huild- 
ing, uNprovement, or structure, or of the alteration, addition to, or repair thereof, shall 
nee be deemed such a lack of completion ag to exempt the same from any valid claim or 
len, 

Jn case of cuntracts the ovcupation or use of the building, improvement, vr structure, 
hy the owner or his representative, or the acceptance of the same by such owner or his 
agent, shall he deemed, as agaist such owner. evidence of completion, it the terms of 
such contracts have been substantially comphed with; and cessation from work for 
thirty days upon any unfinished building, improvement, or structure, or the alteration, 
addition to, or repair thereot, shall be deemed equivalent to a completion thereof for all 
the purposes of this chapter. 

See. 5. Section one thousand one hundred and ninety-three of the Code of Civil

Until] such statement is made, in manner as herein provided for, the contractor shall 
have no right of action or jien against the owner on account of such contract; and any 
payment made by the owner bétore such statement 1s made, or without retaining suf- 
ficient money, if that amount is due vr to become due, to pay the sub-contractors, 
mechanics. and matenal men, and laborers, as shown by such statement, shall be con- 
sidered as made in violation of the mghts of persons intended tu be benefhted_ by this 
chapter, and the rights of such sub-contractors, mechanics, material men, and laborers 
to a hen shall not be affected thereby. The owner ot the building, improvement, or 
structure may demand of the contractor the statement herein provided for after such 
building. improvement, or structure 1s completed; and if the contractor neglect to tur- 
nish such owner the same within ten days thereafter, he shall forfeit to such owner the 
sun of one hundred dollars for such offense, which may be recovered 1n any action before 
any Justice of the Peace.

SENATE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. i. 


A resolution to propose to the people of the State of California an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State. amending section eight of article eleven thereof, relative 
tu the framing and adaption of charters by cities containing mare thun three 
thousand five hundred inhabitants. 


Resolved by the Senate. the Assembly concurring, That the Legislature of the State ot 
California, at its regular sesston, commencing on the fifth day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and minety-one, two thuds of all the members elected tu each House con- 
curring, hereby proposes that section eight of article eleven of the Constitution of said 
State be amended so as to read as follows 

Section & Any city contaimme a population of more than three thousand five hundred 
inhabitants may frame a charter for tts own government, consistent with and subject to 
the Constitution and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fifteen Freeholders, whu 
shall haye been fui at least five veais qualified electors thereof, to be elected by the quali- 
hed voters of said city at any gener: or special clectton, whose duty it shall be, within 
minety days after such election. to prepare and propose a charter for such city. which 
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shall be signed in duplicate by the members of such Board, or 2 majouty of them, 
and returned, one copy to the Mayor thereof, or other chief executive officer of such 
city, and the other to the Recorder of the county. Such proposed charter shall then 
he published in two daily newspapers of general circulation in such city for at least 
twenty days, and the first micliention shall be made within twenty days atter the 
completion of the charter, provided, that in cities contuining a population ot not more 
than ten thousand inhabitants such proposed chaiter shall be published mn one such 
daily newspaper; and within not less than thirty days after such pubheation it shall be 
submitted to the qualified electors of said city at a general or speeial election, and if 
a majority of such quulified electors voting thereat shall ratify the same, 1t shall 
thereafter be submitted to the Legislature fo its approval or rejection as a whole, 
without power of alteration or amendment Such approval may be made by concurrent 
resolution, and 1f approved by a majority vete of the members elected to each House, 
it shall become the charter of such citv, orit such erty he consulidated with a county, 
then of such city and county, and shall become the organie law thereof, and supersede 
any existing charter and all amendments thereof, and all laws inconsistent with such 
charter. A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, or chief executive officer, and 
authenticated by the seal of such city, settrng forth the subrmssion of such charter to 
the electors, and its ratification by them, shall, atter the approval of such charter by the 
Legislature, be made in dupheate and deposited, one in the oftice of the Secretary of 
State, and the other, after bemg 1ecoided in said Recorder's office, shall be deposited in 
the archives of the city, and thereafter all Courts shall take judicial notice of said 
charter. The charter, so ratified, may be amended at intervals oat not less than two 
years, by proposals therefor, submitted by the legislative authority of the uty to the 
qualified electors thereof, at a general o1 specia) election held at least torty days after the 
publication of such proposals for twenty days in a daily newspaper of general circulation 
in such city, and ratihed by at least three fifths of the qualified electors voting thereat. 
and approved by the Legislature, as herein provided for the approval of the charter. In 
subnitting any such charter, or amendments thereto, any alternative article or proposi- 
tion may be presented fur the choice of the voters, and may be voted on separately 
without prejudice to others.

1 herewith return to you: honorable body, without my approval, Assembly Ball No. 
219, for the following reasons: 

It will be observed that the proposed amendment is very far-reaching 1n its character, 
and would embrace every conceivable case of contempt. Did contempt proceedings, 
provided for in section one thousand twe hundred and twenty-two of the Code of Civil 

rocedure, inyolveentirely personal questions Yetween the Court and the offending party, 
and did not involve the rights of htigants, there could be little room for objection. The 
intention of the law, as it now stands, 18, it seems to me, to enable the Court to protect 
the property of litigants, which otherwise would be putin serjous peril, 1f not destroyed 
and lost In equity cases, tor instance, the relief adjudged in favor_of the successtul 

arty largely depends upon the power of the Court tu enforce its decrees, This can 
Fe done only by proceeding against the offending paity as fur contempt, as there 
is no other way provided by the Jaw for enforcing the orders and decrees of Courts of 
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equity. If the judgment of contempt can he stayed by appeal, the injury sought to be 

revented would, in most eases, be completed anj accomplished before the appeal could 

e heard or decided. Again, if judgments and orders in contempt cases could be thus 
appealed from and stayed, the Court. would be powerless, except at the end of long and 
dangerous delay, to compel a dish nest administrator or executor, without bonds, to 
perform his duties, or restrain him from robbing an estate, or reyuire him to account tor 
and pay over moneys or property aleady embezzled. The restraining influence of the 
Court upon the individual representatives of large corporations would be practically 
removed. It might also have a tendency to remove the leciient in the way of corpora- 
tions passing over and through lands ot individuals, without first. obtaining consent or 
making proper reparation. -A recalcitrant juroi, refusing to attend upon the Court, or a 
witness refusing to attend or to testity, could nos be compelled or enforced, and parties 
would be sate in tampering with the witnesses of the adverse party and keepme them 
away from the tral. In all these cases an appeal bond, conditioned to pay the cost of 
ap) eal, would accomplish all the purpuses of an unscrupulous party or atturney. The 
present statute has been a2 law of this State since its early histury, and experience dem- 
onstrates that such a provision is necessary to enable Courts to administer justice and to 
protect the personal and property rights of the tizens.

The Auditor must enter the statement on the assessment roll 
or buok of the county, or mty and county, and where the county 1s divided into 
assessonial townships or districts, then on the roll or book of any townsluip ar 
district he may select, and enter the amount of the assessment apportioned to 
the county, or city and county, in the column of the assessment book or roll 
as aforesaid, which shows the total value of all property for taxation, either of the 
county, city and county, or such township or district. On the tuurth Monday in Sep- 
tember, the Board of Supervisors must make. and cause to be entered in the proper 
record book, an order stating and declaring the length of main track of the railway 
assessed by the State Bourd of Equalization within the county, the assessed value per 
mile of such railway, the number of miles of track, and the assessed value of such railway 
lying in each city, town, township, schoul and road district. or lesser taxation district in 
the county, or city and county. through which such railway runs, as fixed by the State 
Board of Equalization, which shall constitute the assessment value of said propeity for 
taxable purposes in such city, town, township, school, road, or other district; and the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors must transmit a copy of each order or equahzation to 
the City Council, or Trustees, or other legislative body of incorporated cities or towns, 
the Trustees of each school district, and the authorized authurities of other taxation 
districts through which such railway runs. All such railway property shall be taxable 
upon said assessment at the same rates, by the same officers, and for the same purposes, 
as the property of individuals within such city, town, township, school, road, and lesser 
taxation districts, respectively. If the owner of a railway assessed by the State Board ot 
Equalization is dissatisfied with the assessment made hy the Board, such owner may, at 
the meeting of the Bourd, under the provisions of section three thousand six hundred 
and ninety-two of the Political Code, between the first Monday in August and the first 
Monday in September, apply to the Board to have the same corrected in any particular, 
and the Board may correct and increase or lower the assessment made by it so as to 
equalize the same with the asses»inent of other property in the State. If the Board shall 
increase or lower any assessment previously made by it. 1f must make a statement to the 
County Auditor of the county affected by the change in the assesstnent of the change 
made, and the Auditur must note such change upon the assessment hook or roll of the 
county, as directed by the Buard.

That hereafter, any owner of silver o1 gold bullion may deposit the 
same at any mint of the United States. to be formed into standard dollars or bars fur his 
benefit and without charge; but it shall be lawful torefuse any deposit of less value than 
one punted dollars, or any bullion so base as to be unsuitable for the operations of the 
mint. 
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Sec, 2. That the provision of section three of “An Act to authorize the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar and to restore its legal-tender character,” which became a law Feb- 
ruary twenty-eighth, eighteen hundied and seventy-eight, 1s hereby made applicable to 
the coinage in this Act provided for. 

Sec, 3. That the certificates provided for in the second section of this Act shal! he of 
denominations of nut less than one nor moze than one hundred dollars, and such certifi- 
cates shall be redeemable in coin of standaid value. <A sufficient sum to carry out the 
provisions of this Act is hereby appropriated out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise applopiuated, So much of the Act of July tourteenth, eighteen hundred and nmety, 
entitled “An Act directing the purchase ot silver bullion and the issue of Treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes,’’ as requires the purchase of four million five hundred 
thousand ounces of silver bullion per month, be and the same 1x hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4, That the cei tificates provided for im this Act, and all silver and gold certificates 
already issued, shall be receiyable tur all taxes and dues to the United States of every 
description, and shall be a Jegal tender for the payment of all debts, public and private.

CLOSING ADDRESS OF THE SPEAKER. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Hovse: This Legislature convened at a time when the country was 
undergoing a pohtical revolution. This was evidenced in the formation of new parties, 
upon new and distinet platforms. These revolutions of political sentiment arise from 
gvod causes, and make the people more critical with reference to the acts of their sery- 
ants. Hence, this Legislature re had to deal with public questions at a time when the 
anticipations of the people were aroused to an unusual degree, and when their judgment 
was unusually critical, The life of this Legislature will be written in the Statute Books 
and will become a part of the history of the commonwealth. In the absence of bad an 
in the presence of good laws, it will compare favorably with any Legislature which hag 
met for many years. It has given the State an entirely new ballot law, which has been 
demanded by the people. Itis as perfect, perhaps, as any radical change could be. Its 
operation will disclose its defects, should it have any, and the future will remedy them. 
It is hoped that it will lead to great political reforms, It has enacted u new road law 
which should save the several counties thousands of dollars annually, and place the care 
and munagement of our public highways 1n the hands of those most interested. It has 
given the ‘State a new tax law whereby the people are enabled to pay their taxes semi- 
annually, rendering it easier for the taxpayer, and relieving the stringency in the money 
market brought about under the present system. This Legislature has failed in abolish- 
ing useless Commissions. It is net to be wondered at, as the tendency of the times 1s to 
create more Commissions. This Legislature battled with the question, and it 1s to be 
hoped that its efforts may attract public attentiun to the matter, and that future Legis- 
latures may succeed in doing away with bd Uehara es that are costly and of no good to 
the Government. All reforms come from the people, and from this source only can this 
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reform be accomplished. There is something radically wreng about our system. The 
different agents ot the State are vested with too much powerin managing the affairs per- 
taining to their seyeral offices. Deficiency }alls are tounded upon a wrong principle, and 
generally rise from the fact that the officers of the State have exceeded their authority. 
This Legislature has submitted to the people a proposed cunstitutional amendment 
which, if adopted, will, in a measure, check some of the eatravagance brought about by 
careless public servants. Gentlemen, the Legislature has been economically managed. 
It would have been difheult tu have made a further reduction 1m the force of its attachés, 
The reform in this line 1s manifest in the contingent expenses of the Assembly. The 
growing needs of the country require larger amounts for the support of the Government. 
Notwithstanding this, the present Legi-lature has been more economical than its prede- 
cessors, and has kept within the tifty-cent hmit. in all these things it can go to the 
people with the expectation of heing supported, and after awhile, when 16 will be judged 
with reference to the questions which were before the people at the last election, it will 
in the end be commended. I nuw declare this House adjourned sine die,
